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THE SENATE ORGANIZATION 


DAVID DAVIS PROPOSED FOR PRES- 
IDENT PRO TEM. 

KHE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS DECIDES TO PRE- 

SENT HIS NAME FOR THE PLACE—HIS 

ACCEPTANCE CONSIDERED CERTAIN — 


TRE OTHER SENATE OFFICES AND THE 
COMMITTEES, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Republican 
Senators met in caucus to-day and, after con- 
siderable discussion, decided to present the 
name of Senator David Davis, of Ilnois, for 
President pro tem. No time was fixed for 
{ntroducing the necessary resolution, but it is 
probable that the matter will be pressed to- 
morrow or Friday. No statement has been 
made by Judge Davis as to whether he will 
aliow his name to be presented for the place, 
but those who are in positions to know his feel- 
ings in this respect are quite confident that 
he will not decline the office if elected by 
the Republicans. It is only fair to Judge 
Davis to state that he has made no effort to 
bring about the action of the Republican cau- 
cus. The success of the movement will depend 
entirely upon the action of Judge Davis. If 
he consents to the presentation of his name he 


will, of course, refrain from voting when the 
resolution to elect him President pro tem. is 
offered, and the withholding of his vote will 
give the Republicans a majority of one. 

The caucus also determined to support Mr. 
Edmunds’s resolution to continue the standing 
rommittees during the present session, the 
existing vacaneies to be filled by the presiding 
officer. Nothing was done about the election 
of a Secretary and cther officers of the Senate. 
If Judge Davis accopts the Presidency pro 
tem. from the Republicans, it will be beeause 
he believes that that party is entitled to the 
organization, and it would logically follow 
that he would give practical illustration of his 
faith in this respect by assisting to perfect the 
organization by the election of Republican 
officers and the reorganization of the commit- 
tees on the basis of Mr. Edmunds’s resolution. 

The Democratic Senators also met in caucus 
to-day, but did nothing of importance. The 
question of electing a Secretary was discussed, 
but no decision reached, the bulk of opiniow 
being that the matter should be held in abey- 
ance until the plans of the Republicans are de- 
veloped. The caucus decided that for the pres- 
pnt the resolution of Mr. Edmunds to continue 
the committees should be resisted. A proposi- 
tion war discussed to continue only those com- 
mittees whose continuance will-be necessary 
fo consider the nominations made by the Presi- 
dent, and, while the caucus reached no conclu- 
sion, this proposition was substantially made 
in the Senate to-day by Mr. Garland, when the 
Edmunds resolution was called up. Mr. Ed- 
munds did not reject the proposal, and im- 
mediately after it was made moved to pro- 
ceed to the consideration of executive busi- 
ness, thus indicating that the Republicans 
are not unwilling to give it eonsideration. 
Should this plan be adopted, all the nomina- 
tions the President may send in can bespeedily 
disposed of and the session of the Senate 
brought to a close within a few days. 

The President made a large number of nom- 
{nations to-day, but, except that of Col. Dud: 
ley, of Indiana, to be Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, none of them were for offices of promi- 
mence. The nominations were all laid aside 
until the question of the committees is deter- 
wined.

THE REFORM PARTY IN VIRGINIA. 

®ONCRESSMAN JORGENSEN ESPOUSES ITS 
CAUSE AND URGES HIS FRIENDS TO DO 
LIKEWISE. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 12.—Congressman Jo- 
eeph Jorgensen, of Virginia, one of the straight- 
put Republicans who has, up to the present 
time, taken no active part in the political cam- 
paign in his State, has at last given in his ad- 
herence to the Liberal Reform movement, and 
svill labor hereafter to secure the success of 
the coalition ticket placed in nomination by 
the Republicans and Readjusters. Hehas just 
issued an address to the Republicans of the 
Fourth Congressional District, in which he | 
sets forth the reasons fur his action, ! 
and advises his friends to follow him 
and support the Reform movement, which 
he now thinks has assumed such a 
character as to make its success 
mean the entering wedge for the dissolution 
of sectionalism in politics and the breaking up 
of the solid South, a consummation devoutly 
to be wished for in his opinion. He is impelled 
to take this step by a desire to be in accord 
with the general sentiment of the best Repub- 
licans throughout the country, and because he 
sees in the movement the future identification 
of the Reform Party with tke national Repub- 
lican Party, the latter being, in his judgment, 
A necessity because it is irrevocably commit- 
ted by its platform and professions to the 
most liberal interpretations and enforcement 
of the public free-school laws, a free ballot and 
fair count, the repeal of the disfranchising 
clause of the Constitution, which provides a 
poll-tax as a requisite to vote—a law made in 
order to curtail the negro vote of the State— 
a reorganization of the State judiciary and the 
abolition of the ‘‘ color line” in politics. Since 
the opening of the campaign the issues have 
grown in importance, and the main question 
to the voters has come to be, not so much the 
settlement of the State debt as it is the rights 
of man as a human being and a citizen. ‘The 
Democratic Party still hold to their proscrip- 
tive policy, make the ‘‘color line’ one of the 
cardinal points in their arguments, and are 
pursuing such a course as will tend to keep 
alive the hates engendered by the war and 
race prejudice, and promise but little 
reformation of existing abuses. The Lib- 
pral Reform Party, on the other hand, 
have so committed themselves to the 
support of measures which cannot but 
prove beneficial to the State as toentitle them 
so the confidenee and support of the people, 
particularly as they have, through their press 

and speakers, apparently honestly, argued in 
lavor of the principles set down in their plat- 
‘orm, which at least promises relief from ex- 
isting abuses. For these reasons Mr. Jorgen- 
sen has decided to throw aside all misgivings 
and support the Liberal Reform ticket, and 
advises an Republicans todo so, believing it 
to be the right course to pursue for the best 
interests of the party and the well-being of the 


neople.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12, 1881, 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $153,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $288,892 02, and from Customs $801,- 
705 76. 

The members of the Diplomatic Corps will 
be formally presented to President Arthur to- 
morrow by Secretary Blaine. 

The largest issue of tax-paid stamps to one 
person in one day was made to-day by the 


Bureau of Internal Revenue, the amount being 
£2,014,200. The stamps were sent to Peoria, Il. 


Secretary Windom said to-day that there 
had been some correspondence between the de- 
ophapee and persons desiring to present 
$1,000,000 worth of 344 per cent. bonds for re- 
ce and that nearly $400,000 of these

bonds had already been received at the de- 
partment. 


Up to the hour of closing business at the 
Treasury Department to-day $525,000 of 314 
per cent. bonds had been received for redemp- 
tion under Secretary Windom’s circular of 
Monday last, offering to redeem $5,000,000 of 


the bonds embraced in the one hundred and 
fifth call. 

Admiral Porter wiil leave here on the Des- 
patch to-morrow for Yorktown, to arrange for 
the naval portion of the programme in the 
forthcoming celebration.

Ex-Goy. Thomas A. Osborn, of Kansas, late 
Minister to Chili, and recently promoted to 
the Brazilian Embassy, arrived in this city 
to-day, and will remain until early next week 
to transact official business with the Depart- 
ment of State. He willthen proceed to New- 
York, to remain two weeks, for the purpose 
of conferring with merchants as to the best 
methods of advancing the interests of Ameri- 
can commerce and manufactures in Brazil. 


The names of Judge Folger and ex-Gov. 
Morgan are prominently mentioned in connec- 


tion with the Secretaryship of the Treasury, 
but the acceptance of that position by either 
of these gentlemen is regarded at the depart- 
ment as doubtful. There appears to be a 
deepening impression that, with the exception 
of changes in the Treasury Department and 
Department of Justice, the present executive 
officers will continue in their respective places 
until December. 


The Controller of the Currency says that 
while the report of the national banks of the 


City of New-York for Oct. 1 is in some re- 
spects a strong statement, showing as it does 
a large increase in deposits and a decrease in 
loans and discounts, as compared with the re- 
port of June 30 last and Oct. 1, 1880, vet as re- 
gards the reserve itis the weakest statement 
received from the national banks since the es- 
tablishment of the system. The net liabilities 
requiring reserve is $268,769,372; the amount of 
reserve required is $67,192,343, and the amount 
held, $62,542,547, showing a deficiency of 
$4,649,796, The percentage of reserve held 
was only 23.27 instead of 25, as it 
should have been. Another unfavorable fea- 
ture of the report is that the exchanges of the 
Clearing-house, which, upon Oct, 1, of last 
year, were only $94,000,000, and on June 30 
$133,000,000, are now $146,000,000. This 
amount is more than double the average 
amount held by the banks for any year pre- 
ceding 1880, and is nearly 50 per cent. greater 
than the average up to Oct. 1 in the latter 
year. The amounts held on Dec. 31, 1880, and 
on May 6, 1881, were still greater than at the 
present time.

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PRESIDENT GARFIELD’S ASSASSIN. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—It is probable that 
Guiteau will appear for trial before the week 
expires. He is very timid as 
near, and is apprehensive lest he 
dealt with violently by a mob. He has in- 
structed his attorney, George Scoville, to 
take steps warning all avengers to keep 
their hands off, as the jail officers 
are determined to  pretect him at. all 
hazards, and in fact he says the Government of the 
United States is bound to protect him. Some 


of the witnesses for the defense will arrive here 
to-morrow. Their testimony will touch simply 
the question of insanity. A large part of the evi- 
dence will be in the shape of depositions on the 
part of persons who have known Guiteau for years 
past. Scoville states that he will have the 
outside assistance of some of the best legal talent 
in the country, and is eager for the opening of the 
prosecution. Col. Corkhill said to-night that Scoville 
wanted to have Guiteau arraigned to-morrow, but 
he refused his request, and could not say when 
the prisoner would appear for trial. The 
following telegram was received to-day from 
Gen. Butler in reply to a request 
for a copy of his answer to Mr. Scoville’s letter 
asking him to undertake the defense of Guiteau: 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 12. 
In reply to your telegram I will state 
that I have had =»no application from 
Mr. Seoville or anybody else to defend 
Guiteau and I hope I shall not. Impera- 
tive legal engagements preclude the _ possi- 
bility of my accepting a retainer for a 
long trial, as this must be, however large. 
But ITalways feel grieved to be obliged to refuse 
my services to any man whose life is at stake in 
the proceeding of a court.

SHOOTING A BYSTANDER.

Snelling 
and David Daggett, young men and neighbors, 
were here, and drinking freely. During the after- 
noon they began quarreling with each other, and 
had several disputesinasaloon. Finally they be- 


came so noisy that they were ordered out of the 
place. On going out Daggett drew a knife and 
made for Snelling, who pulled a pisto! from his pock- 
et and fired at Daggett, then about four feet 
distant. The bali missed Daggett and struck 
Bailley, who was beyond Daggett, in the right 
side, near the nipple, ranged downward across to 
to the left side. and penetrated the heart. Bailley 
was 20 years old, and son of Robert Bailley, ef one 
of the first families of the county. Snelling and 
Daggett are also of good families, but are addicted 
to the use of strong drink. Daggett accidentaliy 
killed his brother Jacob four years ago while un- 
der the infiuenee of liquor. Snelling has used his 

istol before this occurrence. Twice he has fired at 
his opponent, missing his man each time, and hit- 
ting innocent bystanders, as in the present case. 
Whisky was the whole cause of the difieulty and 
the killing.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


EUROPEAN INTERESTS 1N NORTH 
AFRICA. 

AN OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION OF THE OCCU- 
PATION OF TUNI8—MORB ARAB OUT- 
RAGES ON THE RAILWAY—THE POWERS 
KMEGOTIATING A NAVAL DEMONSTRATION 
ALONG THE AFRICAN COAST. 

Tunis, Oct, 12.—M. Roustan, the French 
Minister, has addressed a circular to the repre- 
sentatives of the powers informing them of the 
occupation of Tunis by virtue of an under- 
standing with the Bey, the occupation to be 
purely military and the Administration to 
continue as heretofore. The Italian Consul 
has alone protested against the occupation. 
This is believed to be due to a misunderstand- 
ing. It is expected that Italy will disavow it, 
the other Consuls having unanimously recog- 
nized the necessity of the occupation. 

Two more railway = stations-have been 
burned. Letters of independent correspond- 
ents confirm the statement that what has 
really delayed the advance on Kairwan is the 
fact that the arrangement by which Ali Bey’s 
troops were to protect the railway and pre- 
serve order in the north, while the French 
chastised the rebels in the southern part of the 
Regency, proved utterly futile. A revolt has 
broken out in the Kroumir country. | 

A telegraph line has been established be- 
tween Susa and Mesaken, and will be continued 
to Kairwan as soon as the advance of the 
French troops begins. The Italian colony 
here is'supporting the Italian Consel’s pro- 
test against the occupation of Tunis with great 
enthusiasm. ; 

The Bey has signed an order authorizing oc- 
cupation of Kairwan by French troops. 
Heavy siege artillery is being mounted at the 
Citadel and in the large fort outside the prin- 
cipal gate of the city. 

The insurgents attacked a strong French 
force near Susa. The French suffered some 
loss. They fellinto an ambuscade.» Despite 
the large French garrison at Susa, the insur- 
gents have captured many cattle close to the 
town and pillaged several villages in the vi- 
cinity. 

Cairo, Oct. 12.—Nizami Pasha, of the 
Turkish Impsrial Commission, yesterday re- 
viewed an Egyptian regiment, and made a 
speech in reference to the reeent revolt, peint- 
ing out that they owed allegiance to the 
Khédive as well as to the Sultan. 

Lonpon, Oct. 12.—A dispatch from Alexan- 
dria says: ‘‘It is reported that the Porte will 
send an iron-clad here, as well as France and ; 
England.”’ 

The Morning Post says: ‘‘ We have reason 
to believe that dispatches have been exchanged 
during the past few days between Berlin, 
Vienna, Rome, and Madrid on the advisability 
of a joint naval service all along the African 
coast, for the protection of the interests of | 
their respective subjects menaced by therising ; 
of the Arabs. The initiative of official nego- 
tiations has been left to Austria, but the death 
of Baron von Haymerlé may cause some un- 
foreseen difficulty. No formal proposal has 
yet been made. Germany appears only anx- 
ious to insure the co-operation of the powers 
mentioned.’’

THE AGITATORS OF IRELAND. 

MR. DILLON’S RECENT SPEECH—REORGAN- 
IZING THE LEAGUE—IRISH FRIENDS OF 
THRE LAND ACT, 

Dusiin, Oct. 12.—At the Land League 
meeting yesterday, Mr. Dillon, after denouncing 
the Land act, and stigmatizing Mr. Gladstone 
as a dishonest politician, said he repented of 
his intention not to participate actively in 
Land act affairs until the tenants had an op- 
portunity of using the measure, 

Mr. Sexton, of the Executive of the Land 
League, who is recovering from a serious ill- 


ness, is going to the Continent for the benefit 
of his health. Mr. Arthur O’Connor, during 
his absence, will organize the head-quarters 
into five departments, each with a separate 
staff, namely, Secretarial, Organizing, Legal, 
Labor, and Industrial, and retaining in their 
employment 200 officers. 

A conference of Irish Liberals is to be held 
in Dublin for the purpose of considering the 
best means of supporting the Government in 
carrying out the Land act and of obtaining 
obedience to the law,in view of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s appeal for the support of loyal Irish- 
men, 

The Land League of County Meath has re- 
solved not to permit hunting this season. The 
Empress of Austria intended to hunt the coun- 
ty this Winter. 

Lonpon, Oct. 12.—The Daily News says: 
**The Cabinet will not shrink from any legiti- 
mate measures to protect Irish subjects from 
org€aized intimidation and the attacks*of paid 
ruffians.’’ 

Lonpon, Oct. 13.—The Seeretaries of the 
London branch of the Emergency Committee 
urgently appeal for subscriptions from the 
British public, in order to be able to carry on 
the struggle against Land League tyranny. 

The Times says it understands that the Cab- 
inet separated yesterday without coming to 
any decision in regard to the course to 
be pursued in Ireland, but that the 
Cabinet will meet again soon, and a 
decision cannot be long postponed. There 
are, no doubt, two parties in the Cab- 
inet, as there were a year ago; but 
the Ministers who still hesitate to take 
a decided course may be invited seriously to 
reflect that the impatience of the eountry 
grows daily at the continued spectacle of au- 
thority in [reland flouted and law defied.

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 12,—Thirteen fatal 
cases of cholera occurred at Mecca between 
the 5th and 30th of September. 

Rome, Oct. 12.—It is stated on good authori- 
ty that the negotiations have been resumed 
for an ‘interview between King Humbert of 
Itaiy and the Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria. 

Vienna, Oct. 12.—There‘is to be a council 
held of the principal Austrian statesmen and 


Ambassadors to decide relative te the succes- 
sor of the late Baron von Haymerlé as Foreign 
Minister. 

The Russian Minister of Ways and Commu- 
nications is expected at Graniea to-day. This 
revives the rumor that the Czar and the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph will meetin that vicinity 
shortly. 

The Presse says the Northern Railway Com- 
pany has made all preparations for conveying 
the Emperor Francis Joseph to Granica. 

Mavpip, Oct. 12.—A dispatch received here 
states that cholera and the cattle plagus have 
broken out in North Java and in the Sooloo 
Archipelago. 

BERLIN, Oct. 12.—Germany and Austria 
have agreed to fresh proposals made by Rus- 
sia in regard to the extradition of political 
criminals. Negotiations with France on the 
subject are proceeding. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 12.—A special coun- 
cil will be formed at the Ministry of the In- 
terior to decide cases of administrative de- 
portation. 

Lonpon, Oct. 12.—All the Ministers, except 
Lord Selborne, the Lord Chancellor, were 
present at to-day’s meeting of the Cabinet 
conneil. It is understood that another Cabinet 
council will be held on Friday next. 

Special dispatches from St. Petersburg state 
that the Council of State isagain discussing 
the propriety of summoning ‘the delegates of 
the Provincial Assemblies to, assist in its de- 
liberations, with the right to vote. 

Truth says: ‘‘ Lord Lorne’s journey to Eng- 
land is use of i ee private business af- 
fairs. It is doubtful whether the Princess 
Louise will accompany him when he returns 
to Canada in January to complete the re- 
mainder of his term of office as Governor- 
General.”’ 

Lonvon, Oct. 18.—The Daily News says it is 
unlikely that the discussions in yesterday’s 
Cabinet ‘council made any c e in the 


course which Mr. Gladstone had already 
sketched at Leeds. 

The Times this morning says: ‘‘The ap- 
peal of the Boers for a modification of 
the convention must have occupied the 
chief place in the deliberations of the 
Cabinet yesterday. We are satisfied 
that the Government will recognize 
the necessity of insisting upon the rati- 
fication of the convention in all its 
essential points, If the Boers de- 
cline to ratifiy it they will find 
themselves confronted with a force under Gen.

CANDIDATES FOR CONGRESS, STATE SENATOR, 
AND ASSEMBLYMEN. 

Cananpaieua, N. Y., Oct. 12.—The Hon. 
James W. Wadsworth was to-day nominated 
for representative in Congress, to succeed 
Senator Lapham, on the first formal ballot, 
by a vote of 19to 14. The convention was ani- 
mated by good feeling throughout and prom- 
ises a rousing majority for the Republican 
ticket in this Congressional district. 

GLEN’s Fats, N. Y., Oct. 12.—The Hon. J. 
P. Bowen, of Clinton County, was nominated 
in convention to-day, by acclamation, as the 
Republican eandidate for State Senator for the 
Nineteeath Senatorial District. 

CorTLAND, N. Y., Oct. 12.—The County 
Convention to-day was a very quiet and en- 
thusiastic gathering. The Hon. Alburtis A. 
Carley was renommated for member of As- 
sembly on the fifth ballot. Until within a few 
days he was the only candidate in the field, 
and the country had been very thoroughly 
canvassed in his behalf. He received the ear- 
nest support of the Hon. R. Holland Duell and 
of almost all the other friends of Senator Conk- 
ling in this district. Should the Democrats 
nominate a strong candidate the contest will 
be a very close one, as there is much dissatis- 
faction with Mr. Carley’s course in the Sena- 
torial struggle last Spring, and as the temper- 
ance men have nominated for Assembly Dr. 
H. A. Bolles, who will probably poll the 
largest temperance vote ever cast in the 
county. 

Norwicu, N. Y., Oct. 12.—The Republican 
County Convention held here to-day nomi- 
nated the following ticket: County Clerk— 
Andrew Shepardson; County Treasurer— 
James E. Nickerson; Member of Assembly— 
Silas W. Berry ; School Commissioner—Leroy 
C. Hayes; Superintendent of Poor—Elisha A. 
Simons; Coroner—M. M. Wood; Justice of 
Sessions—Orson E. Lothridge. Resolutions 
were adopted expressing regret for the death 
of Garfield, admiration of his character, sym- 
pathy with his family, and pledging the Re- 
publicans of the county to the support of Pres- 
ident Arthur’s Administration and the Repub- 
lican State ticket. Shepardson’s nomination 
is forafourth term. Berry, the nominee for 
Assembly, is a farmer of fair abilities. He 
has been Supervisor of his town and Superin- 
tendent of the Poor of the county.

THE PENNSYLVANIA TREASURY. 


WOLFE’S CHARGES DENIED BY GOV. 
HOYT AND TREASURER BUTLER. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 12.—On Saturday 
evening last, ina speech at Titusville, Charles S. 
Wolfe, the Independent candidate for State Treas- 
urer, made sweeping charges against Gov. Hoyt, 
and attacked the honesty of the management of 


the State Treasury. He charged, among other 
things, that while Col. A. C. Noyes, now dead, 
was Treasurer, the moneys of the State were used 
by certain persons connected with the State Gov- 
ernment and the Treasury, among them Gov. 
Hoyt ana Secretary Quay, and that a large sum 
was lost; that Col. Noyes died a broken-hearted 
bankrupt by reason of those losses; that a large 
deticit remained when the Treasury was about 
to be turned over to Treasurer-elect Butler; 
that the deficit was assumed by certain 
wealthy Republicans, and that Mr. Butler had 
failed systematically to publish monthly statements 
of the coxdition of the Treasury, as required by 
Jaw. In a dispatch to a friend at Wilkesbarre, 
yesterday, first made public here this morning, 
Gov. Hoyt emphatically and explicitly denies 
Wolfe’s charges as far as they relate to him. After 
denying in detail the assertions of Wolfe, the Gov- 
ernor says: ‘I never had the use or control or pos- 
session of one dollar belonging to the StateTreasury, 
nor has there ever been a deficit of any kind in the 
State Treasury growing out of any transaction in 
whieh I have ever been concerned. The Hon. 
Samuel Butler, late Treasurer, and the friends and 
legal representatives of Col. A. C. Noyes, late 
Treasurer, can make clear their administration of 
the Treasury Department.” 

When asked to-day, Gov. Hoyt said he had noth- 
ing to add to his telegram to his Wilkesbarre 
friends, which covers his side of the ease, and is as 
plain and as explicit as a denial,can be made. The 
administrators of Col. Noyes long ago denied the 
story that that gentleman died a bankrupt. They 
assert that rhis estate was worth at his death as 
much as he’estimated it to be worth during life-time. 
ln an interview to-day Treasurer Butler, while 
expressing his disinclination to say any- 
thing over his own signature, yet au- 
thorized the statement that in any charges 
Wolfe may make that there is anything wrong in 
the Treasury, or that anything is withheld from 
publication for the purpose of deceiving the public, 
he grossly slanders the Treasury Department. Mr. 
Butler said that every cent that the books of the 
department called for was paid to him when he as- 
sumed the Treasurership. The money was turned 
over, not the evidence of money. In answertoa 
question as to his failure to publish monthly state- 
ments of the condition of the Treasury, Mr. Butler 
said the Attorney-General and private counsel 
told him that it was not the Treasurer's duty 
to order such publications; that it was 
his duty to make an exhibit of the condition of the 
Treasury monthly and send it to the Auditor-Gen- 
eral. This has been done, and the ‘Treasurer's 
monthly statements, made under oath, are on rec- 
ord in the Auditor-General’s Department, where 
they can be seen by any citizen who will take the 
trouble toask forthem. Last Winter, Wolfe of- 
fered in the House a resolution asking why the 
‘Treasurer failed to make the monthly publications, 
Mr. Butler’s answer was so Satisfactory that the 
matter was dropped when the answer and report 
were presented and read inthat body. Mr. Butler 
said in conclusion that these monthly statements 
are made as soon after the ist of each month as 
possible, but that it is an impossibility to have 
them ready on the ist of each month as reauired 
by the law-

THE VICTORIES IN THE WEST

A GREAT TRIUMPH FOR THE RE- 
PUBLICANS IN VH1O. 

GOV. FOSTER’S PLURALITY ESTIMATED AT 
20,000—BOTH HOUSES OF THE LEGISLA- 
TURE STRONGLY REPUBLICAN—AN UN- 
PRECEDENTED AMOUNT OF SCRATCHING 
THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 

Cotumsus, Oct. 12.—The victory gained 
by the Republicans yesterday against the 
combined opposition of the Democrats, the 
Prohibitionists, and the Greenbackers is more 
complete in every respect than was anticipated 
by the most enthusiastic Republicans. Reports, 
official and estimated, from 47 counties, indi- 
cate that Gov. Foster’s plurality will 
be nearly, if not quite, 20,000. The Re- 


publicans have elected 69 Representatives, | 


the Democrats 36. The State Senate will 
consist of 20 Republicans and 13 Democrats, 
The gains made by the Republicans have been 
in the Democratie strongholds, and their losses 
have almost invariably been in Republican 
localities, where the Prohibitionists have re- 
ceived the buik of their vote. The falling 
off in the entire vote will hardly ex- 
ceed 75,000, and it is estimated that the 
Prohibition and Greenback vote wiil be 
about 15,000, During the day Gov. Foster 
has received congratulatory dispatches from 
New-York, Washington, and other points. 
His eampaign, though short, was open and 
most effective. He discussed the issues and 
the danger which would result in the success 


of the Democratic Party. His work wasin 
marked contrast to that of Mr. Bookwalter, 
who pursued the ‘still hunt,’? much to his 
own disadvantage. Gov. Foster is the first 
Governor to be elected his own successor in 
Ohio in 10 years, and he is the only Republican 
elected to the Governership in the year 
following a Presidential contest for eight 
years. That he should be elected his 
own successor by an increased majority, 
together with a Republican General Assembly 
in the off year, is regarded as evidence of a 
clean Administration as well as an indorse- 
ment of President Arthur by the Ohio Repub- 
licans. 

The returns came in slowly last night on ac- 
count of the almost unparalleled scratching of 
both the State and local tickets. In this city 
in some wards Foster was scratched and Book- 
walter substituted, and vice versa. There was 
not acandidate on the State ticket who did not 
suffer in the same way. Private dispatches tothe 
political head-quarters, and to the local press 
and individuals, bear uniform testimony to 
this fact. At a late hour last night, at the 
Republican head-quarters, those présent were 
unable to say what the result would be, ex- 
cept that the Republieans had _ carried 
the Stare. It was extremely difficult to give 
anything definite even at noonto-day. The 
Chairman of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee claims a majority for 
Foster of 15,000, and the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee concedes 
that claim. Republican Representatives are 
elected in the following Democratic counties: 
Ciermont, Henry, Vinton, and Wayne; also 
in the following counties, which were consid- 
ered doubtful: Delaware, Erie, Hardin, 
Knox, Madison, Muskingum, Portage, Ross, 
and Scioto; and one in Stark, Summit, 
and Van Wert. The other member from 
Stark is in doubt. Anderson, the Re- 
publican candidate for Senator, is elected 
in the Butler-Warren district by 100 
or 150 majority. Unofficial returns strongly 
indicate the election of Paul, Republican, 
to the Senate from Miami, Darke district, and 
Neil, Republican, to the Senate from Frank- 
lin, Pickaway district. Local Democrats of 
good political standing concede Neil’s ejection. 

A feature of the elections consisted of 
Democratic gains in Republican counties 
and vice versa. This is attributed to the 
fact that in several Republican coun- 
ties where the temperance sentiment is 
very strong and where the Church in- 
fluence made itself particularly felt, the Re- 
publicans scratched Foster on account of the 
failure of the Legislature last Winter to 
give additional liquor legislation. Foster’s 
gain in Democratie counties, offsetting the 
loss in the Republican counties, is at- 
tributed to Bookwalter’s brief connection with 
the Democratic Party. To poll a full vote in 
these counties, and a stronger poll of Republi- 
cans there than in Republican counties, is 
deemed in political circles to have been Fos- 
ter’s mainstay. 

There promises to be some very interesting 
developments regarding the conduct of the 
Democratic eampaign within a short time. 
The Evening dimes, the central organ of the 
Democracy, says: 

The disaster to the Demecracy yesterday is at- 
tributable toa single cause, and that wasits un- 
fortunate selection of a candidade for Goy- 
ernor. The methods by which a _ nomina- 
tion was accomplished created a supreme dis- 
gust among that class of Democrats who bear the 
burden of a campaign, which was increased by the 
undisputed testimony that those who had 
aided him and the convention itself were 
purposely deceived and the nomination § se- 
cured by a false _ pretense. The claim 
was sect up and emphasized _ that he 
had becomea Democrat in the Greeley campaign, 
and had worked for the Democrats since then. 
The fact was easily proved that he had cast 
his first Democratic vote for Hancock. Noth- 
ing so certainly wins the contempt of the 
Democrats as hypoerisy and deceit. No Demo- 
crat.in Ohio would have eatertained the thought 
of placing the standard of the party in the hands 
of a man who had been in the organization 
searce nine months. And then his methods of 
campaign work made acertainty of defeat from 
the tirst. He snubbed almost the entire body of 
Democratic politicians throughout the State, 
almost entirely ignored the committee of 
his party, and struck out upon a per- 
sonal campaign. He surrounded himself with 
a personal following and moved in the direction of 
making a personal party. His tactics seemed 
to be based entirely upon the theory 
that there was nothing in the devotion of 
men to the principles of the party, but 
that success was a simple matter of purchase, and 
that dollars were more potent than prineiples. The 
resuit 1s a repetitionof the Greeley campaign. The 
Democrats have refused to indorse the iniquities 
of such a nomination and such a canvass. We 
have no doubt that his defeat isa matter for re- 
joicing rather than despondenoy on the part of 
the Democratic Party. Two years of Foster, 
without responsibility, is better than the chances 
for an administration tnus far developed in Mr. 
Bookwalter’s brief potitical career. For the re- 
mainder of the ticket we have sincere regret. 
They were all exceilent men, but the weight of the 
bead buried its only hope. 

The returns to-night 
tion of 20 Republican and 13 Demo- 
cratic Senators. Two districts included in 
the above are still in doubt, one being 
claimed by the Republicans, and the other 
econeeded to the Democrats. It is thought 
that the Republicans will have from 
30 to 35 majority inthe House. Should the 
official figures verify the above the Repub- 
licans will have larger majorities in both 
branches of the General Assembly than they 
had in the last body. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 12.—The Republican vic- 
tory, all things considered, is a guarantee that 
Ohio is as near being permanently Republican 
as any State cun be. ‘lo win this time, with all 
the weights and drawbacks of the campaign, is 
todoagreat thing, and none appreciate this fact 
better than the defeated. One great result 
will be to retire Bookwalter and his managers 
permanently and _ bring the old _ leaders 
to the front. They are already say- 
ing that they had a chance of carry- 
ing the State, which was lost by the 
foll y of tne Democratic State Convention, and 
that those who Jed them into the trap must 
bear all the consequences. The weakness of 
Bookwalter, the personal strength of the Re- 
publican State ticket, and the feeling of devc- 
tion to Garfield have been the causes of the 
result. The Democratic-Prohibition combina- 
tion is at an end in Ohio forever. 

Foster’s majority in 
Cuyahoga County to be 4,398. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 12.—Fifty-five precincts of 
Hamilton County have been heard from, and 
50 more remain to be heard from. Fos- 
ter’s majority thus far is 1,500. The 
Republicans elect 9 out of 10 candi- 
dates on the Legislative ticket and lose 1— 
Robert Horton, the colored man, in whose 
stead the Democrats elect Gen. A. F. Dever- 
eux. The Republicans elect two State Sena- 
tors and lose one, Walker M. Yeatman, 
while the Democrats probably _ elect 
George E. Gault Senator. The Re- 
pvublicans elect Conner and Maxwell

Common Pleas Judges, and certainly lose Cox 
and Crossley, while Buchwalter is doubtful. 
The Democrats elect as Common Pleas Judges

Official returns from 60 precinets of Hamil- 
ton County, with 45 precincts to hear from, 
show that nine out of the ten members elected 
to the House of Representatives are Repub- 
licans, and two out of the three State Senators 
elected are Republicans. 

There are 100 precincts in Hamilton County 
—56 in Cincinnati and 44 outside the city, At 
neariy all elections heretofore returns have 
been obtained in time for the morning pa- 
pers, either from all the precincts or 
all but half a dozen. At 7 o’clock this 
morning returns from only 19 of the 56 city pre- 
eincts and 26 of the 44 country precincts had 
been obtained. Returns from the remainder of 
the precincts were not obtainable, because the 
officers of election had been unable to get 
through pape ge! on account of the furious 
seratching of tickets. At 2:45 P. M, only 63 
precincts had been heard from. 

Adams County gives 164 for Bookwalter, a 
Republican gain of 72. Pollard is elected Sen- 
ator. There is a large Republican gain in the 
southern part of Clermont County. Foster’s 
majority in Ohio Township is 112, 

In Madison County Foster’s majority is 170; 
Republican gain, 80. Locke, (Rep.,) for Rep- 
resentative, is elected. 

Washington County gives Foster upward of 
200 majority. Bohl, Democrat, concedes the 
eleetion of Col. Moore, (Rep.,) for Represen- 
tative. 

A special dispatch from Columbus to the 
Times-Star says that the Democrats concede 
the House to the Republicans. They had 
hoped that the Senate would be Democratic, 
expecting to have three members from Hamil- 
ton County, but as this hope fails, it is eon- 
ceded that the Legisiature will be Republican 
in both branches. 

LaTER,—Newspaper returns from 95 of tke 
100 precincts in Hamilton County have besr 
footed up with the following results: Foster, 
28,194; Bookwalter, 25,019: Foster’s ma- 
jority, 3,175. The rest of the State ticket, 
except Richards, on the Republican side 
ran from 100 to 700 ahead of Foster.

The Republicans elect Sen- 
ators Dexter, Ballauf, and Yeatman, 
the latter by a majority of 800.

Watson, (Dem..) for Probate Judge, has a 
majority of 4,000; the Democratic Treasurer 
has about the same majority. Hill, (Rep.,) for 
County Commissioner, is elected by a majori- 
ty of 4,500. The Republieans elect five mem- 
bers of the Board of Control by majorities 
ranging from 3,000 to 4,000. They also elect 
the Director of the County Infirmary and 
three Justices of the Peace. The Democrats 
elect one Justice of the Peace, F. A. Johnson. 
Five precincts to hear from gave 250 Republi- 
can majority in 1879.

TOLEDO, Oct. 12.—The Blade’s figures 
this afternoon give Bookwalter 275 ma- 
jority in Lucas County, and Longworth 
200, and claims that the Republicans 
elect the Probate Judge, County Clerk, 
Prosecuting Attorney, and one Representative. 
Swayne, the Republican candidate for the 
House of Representatives, has 155 majority. 
Quigglin, (Rep.,) for County Clerk, has 300 
majority. 

The election of Probate Judge is so close that 
it will probably require the official vote to de- 
termine it. The Democrats elect the re- 
mainder of the county ticket, including one 
Representative, by majorities ranging all the 
way up to 350, which the Democrats claim for 
their candidate for Sheriff.

IOWA’S REPUBLICAN MAJORITY. 
ESTIMATED TO BE, OVER ALL, 38,000—aA 

MAJORITY OF 79 IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

Des Mornss, Iowa, Oct. 12.—The Repub- 
licans elect their entire county ticket. The 
city of Des Moines gives all the Republican 
can@idates a majority. Additional returns 
received to-day by the Siate Register give 
partial reports from 389 counties, from 
which the Republican majority in the State 
over the Democrats is estimated to be 55,000, 
and over both Democrats and Greenbackers, 
38,000. From the same returns it is estimated 
that the Republieans will have a majority 


of 79 in the Legislature. The Democrats 
do not concede all these figures, but 
they do not discount them radically. 
The severe storm which prevailed all 
over the State yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing so disarranged the telegraphic service that 
but very meagre returns have been thus far 
received. The Senate will be more strongly 
Republican than in 1879, as there is a gain of 
one in Dubuque and one in Lee, and pos- 
sibly one in Keokuk. There have been 
fewer Republican losses on account of the 
prohibitory amendment than were expected 
and some of the Prohibition losses on the Re- 
publican side in Cass County may be attribut- 
ed to causes other than that. In Polk County 
the Republican majority is about 1,600, and 
the whole Republican county ticket is elected, 

1.A. M.—The Stale Register has full re- 
turns from 68 of the 99 counties of 
the State, which give Sherman (Rep.) 
for Governor a net majority of 34,500 over 
the Democratic candidate. Partial  re- 
turns from the remaining counties in- 
dicate that the total majority will 
be about 48,000 or 50,000. The Democrats 
concede 40,000 majority. The Register’s re- 
turns on the Legislature give the Repub- 
licans 44 of the 50 Senators, and 78 of the 
100 Representatives. The Republicans gain 
a Senator in each of the counties of 
Dubuque, Wapello, Lee, and Keokuk, and lose 
one in Des Moines. The Republicans lose 
one Representative in Scott County, two 
in Des Moines, two in Clinton, one in 
Harrison, and one in Chickasaw, and gain 
one in Webster County, onein Appanoose, one 
in Lee, and onein Keokuk. The Republicans 
elect a Representative in Pottawattamie 
County, and one county (Clayton) is in doubt. 
The Greenback vote in the State has fallen off 
50 per cent. 

Polk County complete gives Sherman 3,415, 
Kinne 1,655, and Clarke 485, or a_ total 
poll of 2,565 less than that of 
last year. Sherman’s majority over the Dem- 
ocratic candidate is 1,763, and over all 1,278. 
The official report of the city of Des Moines 
complete shows a_ Republican majority 
of 1,093. The whole Republican county ticket 
is elected. Every ward in the city of Des 
Moines and every township in the county of 
Polk went Republicon for the first time in the 
history of the city and county. 

Iowa Ciry, Iowa, Oct. 12.—Jobnson County 
elects Lucas and Wolfe, Democrats, to the 
House of Representatives by from 200 to 400 
majority. The Democrats elect the count 
ticket, except Auditor and Surveyor, by small 
majorities. The State ticket is not yet eount- 
ed, but it is believed to be Democratic by from 
200 to 300. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa, Oct. 12.—With only 
about one-half the votes usually cast, the Re- 
publicans carry the ticket with about the 
same ratio of majorities as heretofore, with 
one exception, Partial returns makes certain 
the election of Gilchrist, (Dem.,) for Supervisor 
by from 300 to 500 majority. 

Keokuk, Iowa, Oct. 12.—Notwithstanding 
the meagreness of the returns, enovgh is 
known to assure the election of nearly the en- 
tire Republican county ticket. Lee County 
usually gives from 300 to 500 Democratic ma- 
jority. 

BURLINGTON, Iowa, Oct. 12.—Returns indi- 
cate that the Republicans have carried the 
county for the State ticket by a small majori- 
ty. The Democrats elect the Legislative ticket 
and, perhaps, part of the county ticket.

ALBANY, Oct. 12.—The Democratic con- 
vention is over, and the throng of delegated 
and hangers-on who have crowded the street 
and hotels for three days have gone home, 
Once more peace has fallen upon the city, and 
the Albanians, who are given toearly bed 
hours, can rest without annoyance and in per 
fect security. A ticket has been nomimated 
without the assistance of Tammany Hall, but 
not without a bait in it to lure the old anti: 
Tilden Democrats. The Republicans wha 
named a ticket last week in New-York 
need not fear to compare their ticket 
with that of the Democrats, who hava 
selected, in all but twe instances, men wha 
have had no experience in political life, while 
none of them is possessed of qualifications su- 
perior to those of the corresponding candi< 
dates on the Republican ticket. The conven- 
tion which named them was dull, and for the 
most part uninteresting, the only contest being 
one between two candidates for State Treas-: 
urer. While there had been no appearance of 
slate-making up to last night, the ticket named 
to-day, it is now understood, was arranged by 
the Manning men last night. The machine 
worked well, so well, in fact,asto provoketwo o1 
three delegates, whosaw their candidates were 
ruthlessly ruled out, to make ill-natured allu: 


sions toit. The excitement which prevailed 
during the preliminary struggle subsided en- 
tirely when the Cemmittee on Credentials 
finally kicked the Tammany delegates out. 
Kelly’s men, disgusted with the treatment 
they had received, retired from the field this 
morning at 11 o’clock, when they marched to 
their special train, and, in their baner-covered 
cars, departed for New- York. 

Ten o’clock was the hour at which the con- 
vention was to reassemble, but the delegates 
did not get together until half an hour later. 
The galleries were again filled, but the floor 
and stage were not so heavily crowded as yes- 
terday. All the Tammany badges had disap- 
peared. Enthusiasm was at a low ebb, and the 
leaders were allowed to take their places with- 
out recognition or applause, Among those who 
occupied seats upon the platform was F. B. 
Thurber, who seems to be very much at home 
with both Republican and Democratic Parties 
as an exponent of anti-monopoly ideas. The 
band at the back played, and the Secretary of 
the convention passed down to the audience 
several large packages of sealed and addressed 
letters, inviting delegates to help themselves. 
As the contents were all alike, this invitation 
to break the postal laws was promptly and 
cheerfully complied with. They all contained 
circulars, but no one could be aware of that 
fact until the technical offense had been com- 
mitted. On the Chairman’s call, the Commit- 
tee on Contested Seats reported by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Rufus W. Peckham, who spoke ag 
follows: 


Mr. CuatrmMan: The Committee on Contested 
Seats met inthe room atthe Delavan House yes- 
terday afternoon immediately after the adjourn- 
ment. They found that there had been reterred 
to them as contestant delegations from two As- 
sembly districts in two different counties outside 
of the City of New-York. With that exception 
there was not asingle contest throughout the State 
of New-York outside of the County of New-York. 
{[Applause.] The eommittee proceeded to give all 
the attention that was demanded from them. 
First, in regard to the contested seats outside of the 
City of New-York. One was from the Second Dis- 
trict in the county of Cayuga, and in regard to that 
county the committee decided that the delegation 
headed by Dennis Cary was entitled to seats in the 
convention. In regard to the Second District of 
Wayne the committee decided that the delegation 
headed by Charles McLouth was entitled to seats, 
Then the committee took up consideration of the 
contested delegation from the County of New-York. 
They found that there were three delegations for 
seats in this convention from what were termed 
three differeat organizations in that County 
—one from Tammany Hall, so called; one 
from Irving Hall, and one from the New: 
York County Democraey. [Applause.}] The com- 
mittee determined to hear all gentlemen 
from all those organizations that desired to be 
heard, and to allow them all the time that they 
wished in which to present to the committee their 
reasons why they believed their particular organ- 
ization should be regarded as the reguiarene. In 
earnest deliberation and patient hearing they 

assed the time from 7 until 1 o’clock, and they 
coord all that could be said or desired to be said on 
the part of the gentlemen oe these dif- 
ferent organizations. After that hearing the com- 
mittee, by a unanimous vote, deeided that the 
gentlemen now occupying seats in this convention 
on the preliminary roll were entitied to 
permanent seats by virtue of their 
regularity as delegates from the County 
of New-York, [applause,] and I have been in- 
structed by the committee to present this report 
to the convention. I desire to say but one word 
more. After the hearing that has been accorded 
to all the gentlemen before this committee, and 
also before the State Committee, and as it is well 
known that all the gentlemen in this convention 
are by this time entirely familiar with the facts 
and merits of each particular case, and as we have 
along ticket to nominate and will probabiy be de- 
tained some length of time in that consideration, [ 
have been requested to move the adoption of this 
report, and upon that motion to ask the previous 
question, which I do. 


The report was adopted. No objection was 
made to the report of the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization, and the Hon. Erastus 
Brooks was made Chairman, Corporation 
Counsel Whitney and ‘* Boss” McLaughlin 
escorting him to the chair. To preside over 
such a body of Democrats was eminently 
pleasing to Mr. Brooks, and he evinced his 
appreciation of the honor by roundly scolding 
the Republicans and by indiscriminate glori- 
fication of the Democratic Party. He spoke 
as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: My first duty ig 
to present my sincere thanks to the convention fox 
selecting me as its permanent presiding oflicer, and 
my second duty is to ask your confidence and sup- 
portin the discharge of all the obligations waich 
belong tothe place. We represent a State whick 
last year gave 534,511 votes for Gen. Winfield Scott 
Hancock, in a total vote of 1,103,945 votes, and 
which gave a plurality of 21,033 votes to the consti- 
tutionally elected chief magistrate of the Nation, 
whose death, and especially the manner of whose 
death, by an assassin of his own party, we all of us 
deeply deplore. The office of President of the 
United States is a part of our national! birthright, and 
when honorably filled by one constitutionally and 
fairly elected commands the respect of the entire 
people. Twice within the memory of the yeungest 
citizen the President of the United States haa 
been assassinated, and, at an earlier period, in the 
same Federal capital, alike attempt was made to 
assassinate President Andrew Jackson. This is not 
the time norsthe place to discuss crimes like these; 
but in so vast an assemblage of citizens represent- 
ing the leading State of the Union it is impossible 
to omit the opportunity of expressing our deep ab- 
horrence of the recent crime against the American 

eople, our heartfelt sympathies for the great suf- 

erers, and our recognition of the general sorrows 
of the civilized nations, that in the freest republic 
in the world a crime like thissould be committed. 
Be it our purpose so to discuss and conduct the 
affairs of the State and Nation tkat never again 
ean there be among us the repetition of an act so 
universally condemned and deplored. 

It is impossible to forget at the first meeting of 
the Democrats of this State in State Convention 
since the defeat of our national standard-bearer, 
that his vote in November last was some thousands 
in excess of the vote of the inaugurated President, 
nor can it escape our memories that by the canvass 
of 1876 a distinguished citizen of our own Com- 
monwealth was made President by a constitu- 
tional election, both in form and substance, 
and by a numerical majority in excessiof a quarter 
of a million of votes. It is always a wise and 
timely act to seek to righta great public wrong, 
and it therefore becomes the Democratic yoters 0 
this State neither to forget the past nor to forgive 
an offense which practically disfranchised twa 
States of our Union and thousands of American: 
citizens, in order to make a man President wha 
had received neither a constitutional vote nor an 
honest election, The present time is propitious, 
in this State at least, of restoring powerand re- 
sponsibility to the Democratic Party. It lost itd 
ge two years sinee by unfortanate divisions im 

ts own ranks, and it can regain that power 

now by reunion, confidence, and manly work. 
It owes its first allegiance to Democratic princi- 
ita allegiance to man-when they anf 

















true to these principles, which are as old as the 
- Government itself, and which are incorporated into 
every vital part of our Federal Constitution. These 
principles, in brief, are honest elections and honest 
men in office; honest money for the people, with 
yold and silver as the only certain standard of 
value; a tariff for revenue which, while it affords 
all necessary means forthe liberal support of the 
Government, paying allits debts and meeting all 
Its obligations, gives ample protection to every 
great interest in the country. It also 
asks for free ships upon the seas by 
the restoration of that American commerce 
lost to us by the follies of legislation 
and by the ignorance, avarice, and selfishness of 
men. We also ask for home rule in our cities and, 
as far as possible, in our towns and counties, and 
in the name of right, justice, and liberty we de- 
mand a diminution of that central power in tho 
Federal Government which makes States and peo- 
ple the servants of Federal patronage and power. 

axes have been exacted from the American peo- 
ple, since the civil -war ended, to an amount nearly 
four times the entire national debt, and in the 
space of 10 years these taxes at ofe time advanced 
from $60,000,000 in gold to $730,000,000 in currency. 
The public domain has been sacrificed by millions 
of acres and tens of millions of dollars in 
the interest of corporations and monopolists, 
the effect of whose administrations have made the 
rich richer and the poor poorer. The trne Demo- 
cratic doctrine is equal and exact justice to all 
men, giving to the laborer wages worthy of his 
work, and to capital that protection which belongs 
to money honestly earned and fairly acquired. 


The real hope of the State and Nation rests upon 
pure elections and capable and faithful men in 


ofice. Under Democratio Administrations in the 
past 3,000,000 of square miles have been added to 
our national territory. Some of it came by war, 
but most of it came by negotiation and treaty, and 
the whole at a cost of about $50,000,000. 

With this history and these examples, the people 
weie told at the recent Republican State Conven- 
tion, by its President, that ‘“‘the best party, and 
the best principles, and the best men, were of the 
Republican faith,” The Democratic Party has no 
boasts to make or pretensions to submit. It 
knows of no way of judging of the future but by 
the past, and judging by the past it is ready to 
submit its history, its principles, its candi- 
dates, and its party as a whole to the fair 
consideration of the people of the State, 
asking of them only what is_ justly due 
to private character and public integrity. 


All around us, in the State and beyond the State, 
the signs of the times give hope of a better futuro 


for the Democratic Party. The people, as they are 
Intelligent and independent, willabandon the blind 
guides who have so long been kept in place by the 
vohesive power of public plunder. Exposures like 
those of the star routes, running through a whole 
Republican Administration and costing the Gov- 
ernment more thana million of dollars in unne- 
cessary taxation each year, command the atten- 


tion of the people. The Democratic Party has 
had no supreme power in the Federal Government 
for 20 years and more; hence these abuses, many 
of them without example in the history of the 
country. When partially in power in Congress it 
did reduce the appropriations $40,000,000 in a single 
session of Congress, and demanded still larger re- 
ductiens. which the Republican Senate refused to 
grant. In like manner it sought to reduce the rate 
of interest upon the bonds of the Government, 
end failed by the combinations and machinations 
of leading men in the Republican Party, In this 
State when in power, during five years of control, 
t reduced the State debt from $51,000,000 to $9,000,- 
000, and the State taxes from $16,000,000 to $7,000.- 
000. Civil reforms commenced in all the State ser- 
viee under Democratic administration, and public 
opinion since their loss of power has compelled a 
decent respect for Democratic example. 


Mr. Brooks’s reference to the Democratic 
lisappointments of 1876 was cordially ap- 
plauded, and so was his injunction not to for- 
give orforget that injury to Tilden. At the 
conclusion of the speech and after the conven- 
tion had elected the Secretaries picked out by 
the State Committee, Mr. Peter B. Olney, of 
New-York, for the Committee on Resolutions, 
reported the following platform: 

I, The Democratic Party of New-York again de- 
clare its fidelity to the principles set forth by the 
New-York State Democratic Conventions of 1874, 
1875, and 1876, which were thrice approved at the 
ballot-boxes by the people of the Empire State and 
were vindicated by the wise administration of the 
Democratic State Executives then chosen, and to 
the principles sct forth by the National Democratic 
Convention, at St. Louis, which were approved by 
decisive popular and Electoral majorities in the 
Presidential election of 1876. The victories then 
won ip this State and in the United States wera in 
the namo and for the sake of reform. The people 
were defrauded of the fruits of victory in the Fed- 
eral clections by the false count of the Electoral 
votes in 1876 and flagrant corruption in the election 
of 1880. Reform throughout the Federal Ad- 
ministration is still a necessitv. The con- 
jinuing disclosures of new and _. hitherto 
concesled plundering of the people’s fund by 
inner rings in the ‘Treasury, the Post Office 
and the Interior Departments demonstrate that re- 
formisnow more than ever a necessity. It re- 
mains forthe national Democratic Party to restore 
the Federal Government to the fraternal spirit, 
the constitutional princ‘ples, the frugal expendi- 
ture, and the administrative purity of the fathers 
of the Republic. 

li. lt remains likewise for the Democracy of the 
State of New-York, and it is their firet political 
duty, to resume and carry on to a successful com- 
pletionin all departments of its Government the 
great measures and policy of administrative reform 
which, between i874 and 1876, redueed by one-half 
the burden of our State taxation, and which then. 
and during the three sueceeding years, established 
throughout the executive departments vigor. econ- 
omy, and fidelity to public trusts. To that imme- 
diate end this convention pledges the united efforts 
of the Democracy of New-York and the Joyal deyo- 
tion of the nominees whom it shall commend to the 
choice of their fellow-citizens. 

ill. The assassination of the late President of 
the United States was a crime against authority, 
against fres institutions, and against humanity. 
We deplore and denounce the crime in all its pub- 
lic and private aspects. We extend, as citizens, 
our most profound condolenee to the family of the 
murdered chief magistrate, and regard with great 
gratification the universal expressions of sympathy 
extended by all nations and peoples. 

IV. We renew the expression of our demand for 
the refunding of the national debt at the lowest 
possible rate of interest. The New-York Democ- 
racy, as always, stand by gold and silver asthe 
legal tender of the Constitution, and by the doc- 
trine that all paper mediums of money must be 
based on those metals at the standard values of 
the world. Wedemand the payment of principal 
and interest of every dollar of public indebtedness. 
** Readjustment” is repudiation. The act of the 
Northern Republiean leaders in giving the support 
of that party to repudiation in Virginia, Mississippi, 
Minnesota, and other States is a national disgrace, 
dangerous as a precedent, and destructive of the 
publie credit. 

Vv. We call upon the Democrats in Congress to 
maintain the standard of retrenchment by which 
their Democratic predecessors reduced the Fed- 
Bral expenses $40,000,000 in a year. 

VI. We demand a thorough and immediate in- 
vestigation into the starroute and other frauds 
upon the Federal Treasury, and a vigorous prose- 
cution, already too long delayed, of ail the partici- 
pants, both high and low, in these grave crimes 
whereby the moneys of the people were stolen 
from the Treasury and the plunderers were made 
to provide a corruption fund which was used to 
carry tho last Presidential election for the Republi- 
can Party. 

VII. We indorse and applaud the united and 

honest action for Demoeratic principles and can- 
didates of the 54 Democratic members of the last 
Legislature. They honered their State, their 
party, and themselves. We denounce the Repub- 
ican majority, because that majority defeated 
pyvery measure of transportation reform at the 
bidding of its masters—the corporations. It en- 
acted jobs direetly increasing the public burdens 
by millions. It failed to meet the urgent 
question’ of assessment and taxation reform. 
it refused the demand of the State for a feasible 
and enforcible Exciselaw. It left the farmers of 
New-York where the action of the Governor 
placed them—at the mercy of the Oleomargarine 
ring. it struck hands, for political greed, with the 
abettors of disease and death in the Metropolis. It 
prolonged the session of the Legislature far into 
the Summer, atan aggregate expense of $300,000 
tothe people. It became, in a faetional struggle 
of piacemen, the participant in scandals and crimes 
which brought dishoncer and disgrace upon the 
food name of our State. When the Repnblican 
Legislature adjourned, the people rejoiced, as if 
delivered from a pestilence, and the offigers of the 
law were obliged to begin the work of prosecuting 
the briberies and perjuries committed by corrupt 
leaders of that party while plying their vocation in 
the Capitol of the State. 

VIII. We are in favor of such a reform by legis- 
Jative enactment as well as by administrative ac- 
tion, in the civil service of the country, as will sub- 
stitute for the present periodical scramble for spoils 
a wise system of appointment and promotion, by 
which the incumbency of subordinate offices shall 
be regulated by law and depend only upon capacity 
nnd character, end demand that no assessments 
sball be levied upon public officers for political pur- 
poses. 

IX. The public welfare demands that the vari- 
ons questions relating to chartered monopolies and 
the methods of transportation should be met and 
decided, and we are in favor of the adoption of 
measures to restrict the growing power of such 
monopolies. They should be subject to the super- 
vision of Commissioners established by public au- 
thority. All unjust discriminations in the trans- 
Seis of passengers and merchandise should 

® prohibited. The charges of corporations which 

have taken the property of private citizens for 
public use should be limited to the cost of service, 
with a reasonable profit. instead of the mercenary 
YEaction “ of all the traffic will bear.” 
2X. We approve of the unanimous ‘action of the 
Demecratic members of the last Legislature in pro- 
viding for the early submission to the people of an 
amendment to the Constitution in favor of free 
canals. 
p*XI. The Democratic Party, now and always un- 
alterably opposed to the centralization of power in 
gither the State or Federal Governments, hereby 
requests its representatives in the Legislature to 
provide and make effective an amendment to the 
Constitution which shall extend the priaciple and 
the powers of local self-government tothe cities 
of the State. 

XII. Tothe record of the Democracy of New-

Whitman, of Washington, presented the name 
of Gen. Charles Hughes, who was named with 
the assurance that the 5,000 Democrats of 
Washington wanted him, Judge Davis, of War- 
ren, in many figures of speech, asked, ‘‘ In the 
name of the widows and orphans of Warren,”’ 
who pleaded for Hughes, that he should be 
nominated. The convention laughed at the 
references to the widows and also to Judge 
Davis’s promise that, should the nomination 
be made, he would say, ‘Lord, now lettest 
Thou Thy servant depart in peace,” and when 
it had entertained the nomination of R. S. 
Stevens, of Wyoming, went to voting. On 
the call of the New-York delegates, ‘‘ Fatty” 
Walsh, who came here with Kelly’s excursion, 
but had abandoned Tammany Hall when it 


was excluded, was substituted as a delegate in 
place of Gen. Burke, from the Second District. 


The vote was 368, Purcell receiving 258, 
Hughes 96, and Stevens 14. Purcell’s nomina- 
tion was made unanimous. 

The veteran Darius A. Ogden led the list of 
nominations for Controller by offering the 
name of George H. Lapham, of Yates. Few 
of the delegates knew Mr, Lapham, but when 


Mr, Olney, of Now-York, said he would make 
a worthy successor to Azariah C, Flagg and 


Lucius Robinson, and Mr. Faulkner declared 


there was no better man ‘in ‘*my’’ Congres- 
sional district, Lapham was nominated by 
acclamation. 

It was plain that there had been some dili- 
gent work dons over night when the nomina- 


tions for Attorney-General were declared to 
bein order, Mr. C. L, Patterson’s nomination 
of ex-Senator Roswell A. Parmenter, of Troy, 
was very gracefully seconded by Col. Fellows, 
of New-York, while Mr. Kernan’s speech for 
J. Thomas Spriggs, whom the Democrats had, 
he said, never been able to reward for his ser- 


vices, was not spirited or calculated to 
aweken enthusiasm. James W. Covert was 


named by aQueens County delegate. Delegate 
Burn named Lewis L. Bundy, and Deputy At- 


torney-General Ruggles was put forward by 


a delegate from Steuben. The vote was taken 
and Parmenter received 221 outof a total of 
370 votes, while Covert had 57, Spriggs 55, 
Ruggles 21, and Bundy 16. Parmenter was 
made the unanimous choice of the convention. 


RiThe only animated scene in the convention 
occurred when the nominations for State 
Treasurer were declared in order and were 


proceeded with. Humorous Mr. Childs, of 


Seneca, who took the floor first because he had 
found that the men first named had been suc- 
cessful, also felt emboldened because he had 
been assured that the nomination for State 
Treasurer was to be left to the convention. 


His'choice was M. L. Mercer, of Seneca, who 
was willing to be nominated in order that 


Seneca might receive that consideration 
she deserved. Mercer had marched for 20 
years to defeat and ought to be nominated. A 
delegate from Cayuga, seconding the nomina- 
tion, complained of the men who were pulling 
the strings behind the throne, and urged the 
convention to vote for an honest man who was 


nota machine man, Mr. Peck, of Geneseo, 
presented Robert A. Maxwell, and it became 
apparent that Maxwell had friends in the gal- 


lery. Chenango named Elliot Danforth. 
When Clarkson N. Potter rose in the West- 
chester delegation he was  enthusiasti- 
cally applauded, and the applause was 
renewed when he nominated Assembly- 
man H. Catlin and promised that he 


would be a faithful, energetic, and efficient 
officer, if elected. Chautauqua seconded Cat- 
lin’s nomination, and E. K. Apgar, who had 
crept into the Niagara delegation, waxed elo- 
quent for Maxwell. Senator Jacobs puffed 
himself by complimenting all the Democrats 
in the last Legislature, and incidentally ap- 
proved Catlin’s nomination, and Rufus W. 
Peckhem contributed a word in Maxwell’s be- 
half. The rol! was called, Catlin’s vote wa 
small and scattering until Kings was reached, 
when ke got the solid vote of the delegation. 


Je also received about two-thirds of 
the vote cast_by New-York, but some 
of the New-York delegates felt that 


they were indebted to Maxwell for being an 
anti-Kelly man in the State Committee when 
Kelly keld a majority of the committee, and 
they cast their votes for kim. Mr. Brooks 
caused much laughter during the roll-call by 
recognizing ‘‘Gov. Walker, of Virginia,” 
when Gen. Walker, of Broome, rose to speak, 
and to transfer the vote of Broome from Dan- 
forth to Maxwell. There was a rush of appli- 
cations to have votes changed, until it looked as 
if the scene in the Republican convention 
would be reproduced. A great confusion pre- 
vailed. Intimations were given that tho roll- 
call would be challenged, and Senator Jacobs 
demanded anew roll-call. The vote had been 
very close, but itis possible thatif the report 
had been announced Catlin would have been 
nominated. On the new roll-cail Maxwell 
gained six or seven votes. ‘lhe vote cast, 379, 
lacked only five of the full convention, and of 
this number Maxwell had 197, and Catlin 187. 
Maxwell’s nomination was made unanimous, 
to the unbounded delight of his friends in the 
gallery. 

The nomination for State Engineer was dis- 
posed of quickly and by a rising vote, Thomas 
Evershed, of Orleans, a deputy under State 
Engineer Seymour, receiving the nomination. 

The Court of Appeals Judge was yet to be 
nominated, but fearing that the convention, 
which had been in session four hours, would 
fall to pieces if the Judge was’ named before 
the State Committee could be chosen, the call 
was made for selections for State Committee- 


men. The committee selected was as follows:

It was generally believed last night and un- 
til late this morning that William C. Ruger, 
of Syracuse, would be the candidate for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals. That belief was en- 
tertained by many of the delegates until Max- 
well had beaten Catlin for State Treasurer. 
Then it seemed out of the question. The east 
end of the State must have something. Mr. 
Poste, of St. Lawrence, nominated W. H. 
Sawyer, of thatcounty. Mr. John E, Devlin, 
of New-York, presented Augustus Schoon- 
maker, of Ulster, mot only because 
he was a good lawyer, but because 
he had been a victim of trade and 
treason in New-York in 1879. W. A. Beach, 
of Onondaga, named William C, Ruger. 
“Gov. Walker, of Virginia,’? made a brief, 
but ornamental, speech for Schoonmaker, of 
whom he asserted that he was ‘‘ Song poora 
song reprepooshay,” and the delegates, who 
had never heard of Chevalier Bayard and 
were not as well up in their French as the 
Governor, applauded tremendously. Ira 
Shafer, hailing as a delegate from Ulster, 
wanted a candidate on the ticket who 
came from the sonth of Albany. He told 
the cold truth when he said that there 
was not a candidate named who could 
carr the county he lived in, and 
boldly asserted that MRuger’s nomination 
would handicap the ticket. Rufus Peckham 
spoke for Ruger, but without much animation. 
Then the roll was called. Before it was fin- 
ished Mr. Beach withdrew Ruger’s name, and 
Schoonmaker was declared the candidate by 
acclamation. 

While the delegates were climbing over seats 
and rushing pell-mell from the hall, resolu- 
tions were adopted thanking a large number 
of persons, and then, on Mr. Faulkner’s mo- 
tion, the eonrention, at 3:35, adjourned.

SKETCHES OF THE CANDIDATES. 

WILLIAM PURCELL, the candidate for Sec- 
retary of State, was born in Franklin County, in 
this State, in 1836. Heisanephew of Archbishop 
Purcell, of Cincinnati. When still very young he 
moved to Rochester, and at 10 years of age began 
his business life as the distributor of copies of the 
Union and Advertiser. Entermug the printing-office 
as devil, he beeams in turn compositor, foreman, 
reporter, and then the editor of the paper. He has 
always beenan entire Democrat, inclined to en- 
courage Kelly. and suspected of sympathy with 
him in 1879, although he did not sustain Kelly’s 
bolt. Mr. Purcell is a Trustee of the Western 
House of Refuge, and is a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Associated Press. 

Grorce H. Laruam, candidate for Controlier, 
‘was born in Yates County, and is President of the 
First National Bank in Penn Yan, where he lives. 
He did not appear in politics until drawn out by 
Tilden’s reform movement of 1875. He was a dele- 
gate to the National Convention of 1876, and an 
Elector on the Hancock ticket in 1880. He is about 
46 years of age. 

Rosweii A. ParMENTER, the nominee for Attor- 
ney-General, isa resident of Troy. He is the soa 


of the late Dr. Azel F. Parmenter, and was born in 
Pittstown, Rensselaer County, in 1828. His 
education was attained in the common school 
of his native town and in the _ higher 
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academy of Troy. He read law for a year, 
and thea, in 1848. formed a partnership with 
the late Judge McConihe. Aoquiring afiluence 
in his profession, he turned his attention to politics.- 
He was appointed City Attorney of Troy in 1871, 
and won for the city several important lawsuits in 
which it was the defendant. He was elected to the 
State Senate from the Twelfth Senatorial District 
in 1878, and next aspired to a seat in Congress, 
He received the Democratic nominatton forthe 
Forty-fifth Congress, but was defeated by the Hon. 
Martin I. Townsend, the Republican candidate. 


Ropert A. MaxweEtt, candidate for State Treas- 
urer, was born in Washington County, and now 
lives at Batavia. He is a malster, has accumulated 


a large fortune, and is said to be willing to spend 
money liberally to be elected. He is Trustee of 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylum of Batavia. He camo 
to the front as a politician when Tilden started his 
reform boom, and has been and is stilla Tilden 
man. He has had no experience in office. 

Tuomas Eversuep, candidate for State Engineer 
and Surveyor, is a deputy in the office of State En- 


gineer Seymour, who has been working for him. 


He was born in Sussex, England, in 1817, and came 
tothe United States in 1835. He constructed the 
first level of the Erie Canal across the Genesee 
River, and in 1837 planned the looks at Lockport. 
Avcustus ScHoonMAKER, the candidate for 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, was born in the 
town of Rochester, Ulster County, in 1828. He 
stumped his native county for Van Buren and 
Adams in 1848, although a minor. He was a teach- 
er in the district schools during the years 1849-50, 


and in 1851 was chosen Superintendent of Schools. 
He began the study of law in the same year, 
and was admitted to the Bar two _ years 
later. For three years ke was a clerk in the law 
office of Jacob Hardenburgh, in Kingston. He 
next formed a partnership with his employer 
and maintained it until 1872. He was Trustee of 
the village of Kingston fortwo years, and in 1863 


was elected County Judge, In 1875 he was elected 
to the Senate from the Fourteenth District, and in 
1877 was elected Attorney-General.

KELLY’S ADDRESS TO THE DEMOCRACY 

AN APPEAL FOR JUSTICH AND AN ATTACK 
ON TILDEN. 

Before leaving Albany the Tammany lead~ 


ers decided upon presenting in a formal address 


the story of their wrongs tothe Democracy of the 


State. A committee, consisting of ex-Judge Thomas 
Pearson, John Kelly, Benjamin P. Fairchild, 
Thomas F. Grady. Jacob Groy, and Maurice F. 
Holohan, was selected to prepare such an address, 
and the work was completed before the departure 


of the Tammany delegation from the capital. The 


address opens boldly, as follows: 


““A great wrong has been done. The delegates 
of three-fourths of the Democratic voters of the 
City and County of New-York, elected under the 
call of the State Committee in strict accordance 
with the rules and usages of the Democratic Party 
and the resolution adopted by the State Conven- 
tion in 1871, have been refused admission to the 


State Convention now assembled in this city. 
And, in flagrant violation of rule and right, the 


seats in the convention belonging to the represent- 
atives of our constituents have been assigned to 
delegates of a new organization, formed without 
authority from any responsible body since the last 
convention, and claiming to represent at the most 
less than one-fifth of the Democratic voters of the 
Metropolis. In the name of our constituents, in 
the name of the Democratic voters of the State, in 


the name of the great principles of the Democratic 


Party and of equity and honor, we protest against 
this exclusion as an unwarrantable outrage.”’ 

The question is put whether Tammany was ex- 
eluded because of the noble part which her fol- 
lowers took inthe last Presidential campaign to 
elect Gen. Hancock. The intimation follows that 
they were chastised for failing to support Lucius 
Robinson for Governor in 1879. Itis claimed that 
they could not vote for him without sacrificing 
their self-respect and manhood. They did support 
every other man on the ticket excepting Mr. 
Robinson, and would have elected them but for the 
treachery of notorious Democrats outside of Tam- 
many who made deals with Repubiieans. They 
think it will astonish the Democracy of the Union 
that nearly 100,000 Democrats are refused represen- 
tation in a State Convention for a constructive 
offense committed in 1879, which was absolutely 
forgiven in 1880. It is suspected that ** this out- 
rage’? has been committed:in order to defeat 
and divide the party for some_ ulterior 
purpose. Further on reference is made 
to the fact that it is ‘unfortunately 
true that the Democrats of New-York City 
have been divided more or less for years.’’ A his- 
torieal sketch is then given of Tammany’s exist- 
ence since 1872, and especial attention is directed 
to the conduct of Samuel J. Tilden, Edward 
Cooper, and Abram S. Hewitt during these years. 
It is charged that scarcely wasthe election over 
in 1880 whon the Democrats in opposition to Tam- 
many entered into a corrupt arrangement with Re- 
publicans for a division of Municipal patronage in 
which over $150,000 was paid as the wages of in- 
famy. Then comes the following: 

* Previous to the date of the convention, it was 
urged by many Democrats that it would be a use- 
less labor for the regularly elected Demoeratio del- 
egates connected with the Tammany organization 
to attend, asit had already been arranged to ex- 
clude them. The scheme to dismember the Democ- 
racy of the State by isolating New-York, which 
bore its fruit in the convention to-day, was devised 
in Cincinnati, and upon the very platform whereon 
the Democrats of this State clasped hands in fra- 
ternal reconciliation, and before the asseinbled 
Democracy of the Nation pledged themselves 
thenceforth to act as became the honorable 
and patriotic followers of a great and gen- 
erous party. Although Tilden’s hand and Til- 
den’s State Committee were stayed on that 
memorable occasion by the wisdom and firm- 
ness of the national Democracy from openly 
demoralizing and destroying the party in New- 
York, they secretly connived at and compassed 
the defeat of the national ticket. And to-day 
that hand and the same committe—true to the re- 
vengeful instincts which, in 1848, impelled Samuel 
J. Tilden to defeat the party by bolting the National 
Convention for its refusal to nominate his political 
preceptor, Martin Van Buren—has carried out its 
secret purpose of revenge, conceived at Cincinati, 
because the Tammany Democracy there opposed 
the‘nomination of Tilden, and, in eommon with'the 
great body of the party, supported the gallant Han- 
cock as their standard-bearer. The history of this 
great treachery is consistent and perfeet. Those 
who remember with what dexterous cunning the 
issue of the Buffalo Convention, which nominated 
Van Buren, was made to appear as if the assault 
at that time upon the party’s integrity was based 
on high principle—involving the great anti-slavery 
question—when, in reality, it was an issue of re- 
yenge by the pupil for the slight upon his precept- 
or, Van Buren, willrecognize the parallel now in 
the specious pretense of the State Committee at 
the State Convention that in refusing to accord 
rightful and legitimate representation to four-fifths 
of the Democracy of New-York City they are de- 
ciding in the best interests of the party. Their De- 
mocracy is simply that of personal ambition, re- 
venge, and party destruction.” 

A strong appeal to the Democracy of the State 
for ‘simple justice” finishes the address. Nothing 
is contained in it declaring the intention of Tam- 
many to support or reject the ticket nominated. 
The nearest approack to any reference of the kind 
is as follows: ‘‘In 1879 it was declared that 





success was of no consequence; that de- 
feat then would insure a_ greater triumph 
the next year. For what malign purpose 


are these tactics of ruin adopted again? .Why 
should the Democracy of the Empire State sacrifice 
union and victory, and take up divisions and possi- 
ble disaster, to carry out the policy and further the 
designs of men whose jeadership has been fatal to 
the party and whose influence has been pestilen- 
tial? We protest against the policy that would 
wreck the Democratic ship seoner than make a 
successful voyage with its whole force on board. 
We have had too much wrecking done already for 
the benefit of the wreckers.”

WHAT THE TAMMANY MEN SAY. 
A VIGOROUS FIGHT TO BE MADE FOR LQCAL 

OFFICES—A DEAL WITH IRVING HALL. 
The special train chartered by the Tammany 
delegation reached the Grand Central Depot at4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon direct from the Demo- 
cratic State Convention at Albapy. While some of 
the leaders were disposed to be merry, none of 
them were hilarious over the action of the con- 
vention in bowing them ont of Tweddle Hall into 
the street. Tho band organized by Grafulla, who, 
up tothe time of his death, was proud to be rec- 
ognized as a follower of Tammany’s fortunes, was 
on the train, and cheerful strains of music kept 
the statesmen from feeling that it was not 


altogetber a funeral. The strips of muslin 
which bore in large biack letters the 
heroic resolves of the organization, and 


which were bound around the cars on the 
trip of the delegation to Albany were no longer to 
be seen when the train returned. John Kelly was 
serious. He felt that he was not dead. He was 
not bloodthirsty, but was cool and eolleeted, and 
said that he expects todo a great deal of hard 
work in the coming campaign. While he and his 
followers, it was understood, intend to support the 
State ticket, it was not thought at all likely 
that they will worry themselves to any great 
extent over iis possible defeat. This was 
the feeling plainly shown by those who flatter 
themselves that they represent Mr. Kelly’s ideas 
and actions. Mr. Kelly wasted no time in the 
depot discussing the situation, but entered a 
coupé and was hurried to his home. The leaders, 
grip-sacks in hand, seattered in all directions when 
they reached Forty-second-street. Ex-Police Jus- 
tice Patrick G. Duify, ex-Judge Denis Quinn, who 
once dreaded the increase of the German element 
in “ this country of ours;’’ ex-Assistant Alderman 
Foley, Alderman J. J, Slevin, Alderman William 
Sauer, Alderman:W. P. Kirk, Thomas F. Grady, 
ex-County Clerk Gumbleton, Dr. John G. Boyd, 
Commissioner Smith E. Lane, ex-Alderman Georgo 
Hall, Fire Commissioner John J. Gorman, 
Maurice F. Holohan, Gen. Francis B. Spin- 
ola, ex-Coroner Richard Croker, Edward 
Kearney, Andrew J. White,  ex-Speaker 
William Hitchman, and Fire Commissioner Henr 

D. Purroy vanished with startling rapidity. Ed- 
ward Cahill, the Lone Fisherman of Park-row, 
who accompanied the Tammany delegation to Al- 
bany in the interests of ace and harmony, suc- 
cetded in eatching the “golden-tongned” orator, 
Grady, and prevented him from delivering an ad- 
dress to the excited hackmen at the depot. 

Mr. Grady was slightly hoarse in consequence of 
his almost continuous argument in behalf of the 
admission of Tammany to the convention during 
his stav in Albany. Fisherman Cahill forced him 
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into a eoach in waiting and took him to the Hyena 
b-rooms in Park-row without delay. The 
young statesman is ‘close ae" in the 
vernacular of politicians, to r. Kelly to 
be able to rattle off the big chief's 
views at a moment’s warning. He probably 
struck the keynote of the campaign, as far as Tant- 
many js concerned, when he informed a reporter 
of Tue Times that while Tammany’s followers will 
a the ticket nominated at Albany, a strong 
effort will be made to overeome_ the 
strength of the County Democracy’s ticket 
in the City, and in _ this effort much 
aid is expected from the Irving Hall faction. Mr. 
Grady thinks that theve will be little, if any. falling 
off of the regular supporters of Tammany because 
of the ‘so-called defeat” at Albany. Every Tam- 
manyite will take an interest, he says, in the State, 
:ticketand contribute to its success. He was not will- 
ing to say that there would be a coalition between 
Tammany and Irving Hall. At this point several 
Hyenas laughed, and one of them shouted, *‘ Cer- 
tainly, you don’t knowanything about that.” Re- 
covering himself trom this interruption, Mr. Grad 
said that it was probable that there would be suc 
@ coalition, ana intimated that the County 
Democracy will be compelled to do a great 
deal more work than they have anticipated be- 
tween this and the 8th of November in trying to 
“down” Tammany and Irving Hall. It is the in- 
tention of these factions, added the oratorical 
Hyena, to place a ticket in the field that will 
commend itself to all good Democrats. He sald 
that he did not doubt the result. but would give 
no hint as to what this result might be. Cava 
should be taken, he said, to select men for judicial 
honors who would refiect credit upon the Bench 


and the Bar, While dwelling upon this point. he 
declared that he was forced to refer to the kind of 


men which the County Democraey intend to nomi- 
nate for Civil Justices. As & sample, he would 
give ‘*Mike’’ Norton and “Jimmy” Oliver. 
‘“‘Match them if you can,” said the enthusiastic 
statesman, adding: ‘‘It is such men as Mike and 
Jimmy who are now eanvassing their districts 
as though they had already been nominated.” 

In talks with other Tammanyites the reporter 
learned that in general they agreed with Mr. Grady 
that Tammany and. Irving Hail will make a terrific 
struggle to defeat the ticket which the County 
Democracy shall present. No attempt was made 
among the majority of Tammanyites to disguise 
the fact that they do not believe that the State 
ticket will be eleeted. One of them said that not 
more than 5 per cent. of Mr. Keliy’s followers will 
desert him, and thatthe defection will be made 
good by the gain of many Democrats who will be 


disgusted with the conduct of the leaders of the 
County Democracy.

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CRIME AND 178 RESULTS. 
PROCEEDINGS IN CRIMINAL CASES—OFFENSES 
REPORTED YESTERDAY. 


Troy, Ne Y., Oct. 12.—Edward Earl, the 
Hamilton County wife-murderer, will be hanged 
on Friday, on the gallows built in 1871 for the 
hanging of Charles Eacker, at Fonda, and since 
used to put to death a dozen murderers. The rope 
isthe one which killed Greenfield, the Oswego 
murderer, a few weeks ago. Earl refuses to tell 
his birth-place orearly history. He said that his 
mother was dead and he would not bring disgrace 


on his father by divulging his name. Earl displays 
much scholarship and his written statements are 
vigorous and marked by grim humor. He has 
written a letter toa friendin New-York, in which 
he speaks of the date fixed for his hanging; he says: 

‘Positively my last appearance in public, no post- 


ponement on account of the weather.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 12,—The case of Cor- 
nelius Baker and Joseph Porter, the first and sec- 
ond mates of the American brig J. L. Bower, Capt. 
John Hall, who were arrested for willful disobe- 
dience of the commands of their Captain while on 
a voyage from Maine, waz settled by Judge Butier 
this morning by the sentence of Baker to an im- 
prisonment of three months, and of Porter, the 


second mate, to thirty-five days. ‘The case had been 
continued from yesterday so that it might be 


known whether the section of the law under which 
the men were arrested applied in the case of coast- 
wise vessels. 

About five weeks ago two well-dressed men went 
to the house No. 914 Popiar-street and engaged a 
room, saying they were architeets and that their 
business would require privacy. The Secret Ser- 
vice officers received information that counterfeit 
money was being coined in the place, and this 
morning they visited the house, forced open the 
door, and found John Blaylor and Charies B. Wat- 
son in the act of manufacturing counterfeit silver 
coin. The last-named prisoner is an old offender. 
Machinery and metals used in the coining were 
captured, as well as a lot of partially finished coins 
of the denomination of 25 end 50cents. The ac- 


cused men had nothing to say in their defense, and 
they were committed in default of $8,000 each to 


answer at the November term of the United States 
District Court. 


Sr. Louis, Oct. 12.—L. Rosenfeld, traveling 


salesman of S. A. Rider & Co., wholesale jewelers, 
of this city, was at Mexico, Mo., last night, and, 
wishing to reach Centralia at a certain time, took 
a freight train on the Wabash Road. His large 
sample trunk, containing $6,000 worth of jewelry. 
would not go into the caboose, and it was there- 


fore placed ina box-car. On arriving at Centralia 
the trunk was missing. Suspecting robbery, Rosen- 
feld procured the services of the Town Marshal 
and two or three other men, who walked baek over 
the railroad track. About 10 miles from Centralia 
the trunk was found, broken open and rified of be- 
tween $1,000 and $2,000 worth of the finest goeds, 


showing robbery by experts. There is no clue to 
the perpetrators. 


HARRISONBURG, Va., Oct. 12.—The case of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia against William Evans, 
in the matter of a writ of habeus corpus sued ont 
by Evans, originated as follows: Evans, while 
staying as one of a posse near Winchester, Va., in 
July last, was commanded by a Deputy United 
States Marshal to shoot an escaping man ebarged 
with violating the internal revenue laws. The es- 


caping man was shot and seriously wounded, when 
the State arrested Evans, who sued outa writ of 


habeus corpus, which was granted by Judge Rives 
and made returnable to this term of the court. Since 
the court has been {n session the United States Attor- 
ney has been given notice that the State has 
abandoned the prosecution of the case, and Evans 
has been discharged. 

Easton, Penn., Oct. 12.—Henry S. Mack, 
son of a prominent hardware merchant of this 
place, last Summer stole two horses from a farmer 
living near Easton and started toward Scranton, 
Being pursued he abandoned the team. Later it 
was discovered that he had forged four checks. He 
was captured two months ago and to-day the Grand 
Jury foundatrue bill against him in four indict- 
ments for forgery and one for horse-stealing. 
Mack pleaded guilty and received seven years on 
the indictments. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 12.—-Allen Fairbanks reported 
to the Police to-day that his house at Wheaton, 
Dupage County, was entered at 1:30 o'clock this 
morning by five masked burglars, who, after tying 
and gagging himself, wife, and two hired girls, 
robbed him of $10,900 in Government bonds anda 
large quantity of silver. The thieves resorted to 
torture in order to force the victim to disclose the 
whereabouts of his money.

HE ENTREATS THE LEGISLATURE TO PRO-

BONDS. 

Sr. Paurt, Oct. 12.—Gov. Pillsbury to-day 
sent a Message to the Legislature on the 
bond question. It recites that the old 
bonds are rapidly approaching maturity. 
The act of last Mareh for their settlement 
has been declared void by the Supreme Court, and 
the matter is now in the hands of the Legislature 


for settlement. It declares that the honor of 
the State is concerned in their payment, 
and calls attention to the fact that by the 
acceptance of the plan now proposed by the bend- 
holders, the half of the whole amount due, 
$40,000,000, will be saved. The’ Legisla- 
ture is earnestly recommended to _ re-en- 
act the bil of last Winter accepting 
Mr. Chamberiain’s proposition and _ setting 
aside State bonds to pay the bonds. The Message 
closes as follows: “If this opportunity be not 
embraced I am fully persuaded it will never 
eccur again: for it cannot longer be expected 
that partial payment will hereafter be accepted 
by the holders of these obligations, in view of the 
ability of the State to pay in full and 
the verdict of its highest court assigning 
to the Legislature the duty to provide 
for payment. Unless, therefore, the pending 
settlement be now completed, we will be con- 
fronted with the cold choice between 
total payment and naked repudiation. Dare 
we contemplate this final alternative for 
the enduring welfare of the fair State we 
have chosen as our homo? As we would justly 
share in that national heritage of financial honor, 
which is the wonder of the world—that we may de- 
serve the reward of a generous prosperity, ana in- 
voke the biessingsiof Almighty God—I entreat you, 
asa parting word, to perform a single act of jus- 
tice, which shali forever put at rest the haunting 
spectre of repudiation, and place our young Com- 
monwealth irrevocably in the sisterhood of honor- 
able States.”

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CAGED IN A BURNING BUILDING, 
ES LEE 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—Charles H. Lam 
denberger’s mill, owned by Joseph Harvey, at No, 
1,711 Randolph-street, was burned to-night. The 
fire broke out about 9:45 o’clock. An officer 
noticed that there seemed to be something peculiar 
about the electric lights, and in another moment 


the three upper floors seemed to become 
suddenly a mass of smeke and flame. 
The neighbors rushed to the building and

The annua] meeting of the stockholders of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company was, held 
yesterday.

The New-York committee having in charge 
the work of providing relief for the suffering peo- 
ple of Michigan forwarded $35,000 yesterday to 
the State commission recently appointed by Gov. 
Jerome to superintend disbursements in that 
State. This commission, as has been announced in 
Tnx Times, is headed by ex-Gov. Henry P. Bald- 
win, of Detroit. His associates are Alexander H. 
Dey, President of the American National Bank of 
Detroit; D.C. Whitwood, of the Wayne County 
Savings Bank, Detroit; Postmaster George C. Codd, 
Detroit; Gen. F. W. Swift, Detroit; United States 
Senator 0. D. Conger, Port Huron; Gen. Charles 
YT. Gorham, Marshall. The commission is recog- 
nized by the New-York committee as worthy 
of full confidence, and moneys will now be prompt- 
ly forwarded from this City west for immediate 


disbursement. The New-York committee also is 
preparing for more active work than has been done 
recently, and it is hoped that the public will make 
a& generous response to a charity which {s more 
than ordinarily deserving. It is estimated that 
over $4,000,000 will be necessary to provide for the 
thousands of sufferers during the approaching 
Winter. Little, ifany, more than atenth of this 
sum has been contributed, and untold suffering is 
imminent. Itis probable that a cirenlar setting 
forth the necessities of the case will be issued 
within a few days by the New-York committee.

COMMISSIONER LAINBEER IN FAVOR 
ORNAMENTAL PIER FRONTS. 

Representatives of the Arrow Steam-ship 
Company appeared before the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday and urged the board to grant an applica- 
tion previously made for permission to the com- 
pany to erect ashed covering its new pier at the 
foot of Twenty-sixth-street, North River. President

Laimbeer explained that the board had not yet de- 
cided upon plans for the front and rear elevations of 
the structure. The plans submitted by the com- 
pany, he said, were not satisfactory. The City had 
enough “ squatty” sheds along the river front, and 


as they were not likely to be of much value after 
they reverted to the City atthe expiration of the 
various companies’ leases, he should not sign per- 
mission for the erection of any more of them 
unless they were at least ornamental. The repre- 
sentative of the company said the building would 
cost $32,000, and it was desired that no further 
expense should be incurred in its erection. ** Well, 
that’s little enough,” said Mr. Laimbeer, * and the 
company should not raise a whimper against our 
plans.’’ Mr. Vanderpoe! suggested that the altera- 
tion of the plansso as to make them conform to the 
wishes of the Dock Department would not cost 
more than $2,500. Several weeks ago Controller 
Campbell sent a letter to the board expressing 
the desire that the pay-rolls of the Dock 
Department be sent more promptly to the 
Finance Department. Secretary Lynch re- 
plied that the  pay-rolls would be forwarded 
promptly, ‘‘as heretofore.”” The Controiler was 
uot satisfied with this reply, and sent another let- 
ter to the board yesterday, in which hesaid: “I 
find that since May last your department has re- 
quired four days to make out the pay-rolls, except- 
ing on two occasions, when in each oase six days 
were required. In my opinion the rolls could be 
made out (there being about 200 names only) and 
forwarded within two days after the pay period 
ends. The laborers of your department are always 
clamorous to be paid, and their presence embar- 
rasses the City Paymaster in his duties. I have 
had occasion to address them myself as to the 
cause of delay. All thiscould be avoided if the 
Dock Department were to be more prompt in 
transmitting the rolls, which I hope you will cause 
to be done.”’ The Secretary was directed to ter 
minate the controversy by promising compliance 
with the desire of the Controller.

If Senator Davip Davis, of Illinois, is 
villing to be-‘made President of the Senate, 
he is in a fair way to be elected to that office.

The excluded Tammany delegates have 
issued an address to the Democracy of the 
State which displays anything but a spirit 
of conciliation and meekness.

The recent ‘‘cornering” of the cotton 
market in Liverpool has led to discussion in 
England regarding the advisability of action 
by Parliament to restrict the buying and 
selling of ‘‘futures’’ and to prevent such 
disastrous operations. A similar form of 
bold gambling with grain in Chicago has led 
to the discovery that there is already a law 
against it in the State of Illinois, which 
only needs to be rigidly enforced to put 
a stop to the business. Judge Jameson, of 
Chicago, has taken occasion to bring the 
statute in question to the attention of the 
Grand Jury of Cook County, and to charge 
that body with the duty of doing its 
part toward the enforcement of the law. 
Dealing in ‘‘futures,’’ forestalling the 
market, and getting up ‘‘corners’’ are 
crimes in Illinois, and punishable as 
such, and certainly of all forms of gambling 


they are the most damaging and the most 


disturbing to the general interests of the 
community. When speculation resorts to 
the methods of the gamester and the high- 
way robber it is certainly time some legal 
check were put upon it. 





As with the possible exception of the Dis- 


trict Attorney—for which office all the Dem- 
ocratic factions may agree ona candidate— 
there are certain to be two sets of Democratic 
candidates for all the important offices to be 
filled in this City this Fail, the chances 


of electing good men are more than usually 


favorable. For, if the Republicans do not 


nominate for judicial and other positions 
men of the required character and ability, a 
well-directed citizens’ movement would be 
pretty sure to succeed in electing its own 
candidates independent of the managers of 


any political party or faction. We trust that 


no necessity will arise for taking the work of 
reform out of the hands of the regular 
Republican agencies, though it is obvious 
that the men who direct these will 
need to maintain a much higher standard of 


fitness than usual to meet the public demand 


and expectation. An organization of citi- 
zens whose only interest in the con- 
test is that of securing better government 
and a purer administration : of justice 
in our petty courts could undoubtedly exer- 


cise a very salutary influence on the politi- 
cians of both parties, even if they only held 


in reserve the alternative of running County 
and district tickets of their own. 





TH RESULT IN OHIO. 

The first important State elections since 
the Presidential contest of last year occurred 
in Ohio and Iowa on Tuesday last, and the 
result furnishes no evidence of a reaction of 
public sentiment against the Republican 
Party. The year following the excitement 
of a national canvass is generally character- 
ized by political apathy and the devel- 
opment of such differences or dissen- 
sions in the successful party as may 
have been repressed by the urgency of the 
previous contest. Mr. Hays carried Ohio 
in 1876 by a plurality of something over 
7,500, but the next year Mr. Brsuop, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
elected by more than 22,000. One year of 
Democratic administration of State affairs 
was sufficient to restore the Republicans to 
power in 1878, but by a slender plurality of 
little more than 3,000. Gov. Foster was 
chosen the following year, after a warmer 
contest and a fuller vote, but by a plurality 
of only 3,350, Last year Gen. GARFIELD 
carried the State by over 25,000, on an un- 
precedentedly large total vote, butnow there 
is no indication of a refluent tide of feeling. 
The returns of Tuesday are still incomplete, 
but they indicate Fostrr’s re-election by 
15,000 to 20,000 over BoOKWALTER, and the 
choice of a good Republican majority in 
both branches of the Legislature. It is safe 
to say that this is better for the Republi- 
cans than the most confident ventured to 
hope, and worse for the Democrats than the 
most apprehensive had feared. 

The effect of the ‘‘off year’? appeared 
in the . light vote and the uncommon 
strength exhibited by the Prohibitionists. 
In times of political quiet there is a consid- 
erable percentage of citizens who will not 
take the trouble to exercise the right of suf- 
frage at all, and there is another fraction 
who are willing to cast aside their cus- 
tomary party allegiance and _ support 
any single idea to which they may 
be : wedded,* and which may furnish 
the basis for an independent movement. 
It is then that third parties attain their 
largest dimensions. But in Ohio the Re- 
publicans appear to have suffered rather less 
than the Democrats from apathy, and the 
temperance people succeeded neither in 
gaining anything for their own cause nor in 
administering punishment to the Republi- 
cans for ignoring their demands. From this 
two lessons are to be derived. Oneis thata 
political party loses nothing by adhering 
firmly to its principles and_ refusing 
to be driven from its policy by the 
threats of a petty faction that assumes to 
hold a “ balance of power,’’ and the other 
is that the temperance cause is not likely to 
gain anything by attempts to defeat the party 
most friendly to it and to help its worst 
enemies into power. The Prohibitionists 
have never yet accomplished anything by 
their separate organization, and the time has 
gone by when they can hope to control either 
political party in a great State without bring- 
ing it to disaster. 

But one of the most gratifying results of 
the voting in Ohio is the evidence it fur- 
nishes of the popular, condemnation of the 
candidacy of Mr. BookwaLTER and the 
methods on which he_ relied for 
securing his election. His nomination 
was notoriously purchased, and, hav- 
ing forced himself upon his party 
as a candidate by the use of money among 
venal delegates and -the factitious enthu- 
siasm of hired ‘‘ heelers’’ in the convention, 
he thought to secure popular support by 
similar means. He has utterly failed, as he 
Saserved to do, and confidence in the safety_ 


“Whe Reto-Hork Cimus, 


of popular government will be enhanced by 
his defeat. Among the other incidents of 
the election which are gratifying is the vir- 
tual’ disappearance from the surface of 
politics in Ohio of the Greenback 
Party. It appears to have been so com- 
pletely submerged that there is some hope 
that it may make no further pretense of 
being alive. The ‘‘scratching’’ and inde- 
pendent voting on local tickets, though em- 
barrassing to canvassers and productive of 
delays in making up returns, is in itself a 
wholesome indication. It shows that peo- 
ple cannot be held to vote for candidates of 
whom they do not approve because they 
have the stamp of party regularity, but will 
exercise an intelligent choice based upon the 
character and qualifications of those who 
ask for their suffrages. 


Although there was an uneasy feeling 
among Republicans before the Ohio election 
there bas really been no reason for appre- 
hending a reaction against the party either 
there or elsewhere. It won the last Presi- 
dential election after a thorough canvass of 
its merits and its principles and ona full 
understanding of its policy and purposes. 
The Administration of Gen. GARFIELD met 
every reasonable expectation, and its first 
fruits were only an earnest of still greater 
success in store for it. The change which 
the Summer brought, sad and deplorable as 
were all its circumstances, fortunately has 
not thus far impaired the confidence of the 


country in an upright, vigorous, and truly 


national administration of its affairs under 
the party which the people deliberately con- 
tinued in power by their verdict of last No- 
vember. There has been nothing to disturb 
confidence in the conduct of the party or to 


modify the popular judgment as rendered less 


than a year ago, There have been local and 


personal contests, but the result has general- 
ly been suchas. to strengthen and not to 
weaken the party in the popular regard. 
All that is needed in any State is a genuine 
devotion to its principles, and a determina- 


tion to exalt its standard of practical admin- 


istration in order to insure it against reac- 
tion and carry it forward to new triumphs. 





DEMOCRATIC PROFESSIONS. 
The Democratic convention was presided 
over yesterday by Mr. Erastus Brooxs, an 


old-time Democrat in point of age, but, as 


his remarks showed but too plainly, not an 
old-time Democrat in his views. We may 
pass by Mr. Brooxs’s allusion to the death 
of the President ‘‘ by an assassin of his own 


party’ as an insignificant piece of partisan- 
ship, but we cannot refrain from wondering 
why a man of Mr. Brooxs’s pretensions 
could not have pointed out that it was the 
office-seeker and not the Republican who 
killed Mr. GARFIELD. Asa greedy and un- 
scrupulous office-seeker, GUITZAU is a con- 


spicuous example of the dangerous class 


which threatens the order and peace of the 
Government. As a Republican, he is no 
more dangerous than Mr. Brooxs himself is 
as a Democrat. The attempt to stir up 
party feelings by the use which Mr. Brooks 
made of his name, was, we are happy to say, 
as unsuccessful as it was in bad taste. The 
reference to theassassination in the platform 
was entirely appropriate. 

* The convention followed very closely the 
hints given ‘to it by its Chairman, save in the 
matter of the tariff. There it observed a 
discreet and complete silence. The Chair- 
man proposed ‘‘a tariff for revenue which, 
while it affords all necessary means for the 
liberal support of the Government, paying 
all its debts and meeting all its obligations, 
gives ample protection to every great inter- 
est in the country.’’ He further proposed 
‘free ships upon the seas by the restoration 
of that American commerce lost to us by the 
follies of legislation and by the ignorance, 
avarice, and selfishness of men.’’ Perhaps 
the convention failed to approach this sub- 
ject because the Chairman had thrown it 
into such inextricable confusion; but then it 
might have ignored the Chairman. As it is, 
we are left to Mr. Brooxks’s utterances as our 
sole source of light on views of New-York 
Democrats as to the most important economic 
question of the day. The light is certainly 
obscure. Time was when the Demacrats 
were heartily and openly in favor of revenue 
reform, and were not afraid to say so, The 
famous platform of 1876, to which the reso- 
lutions of yesterday make fond reference, 
declared for a tariff for revenue only, and 
though the leaders nowadays seem to have 
forgotten what happened five short years 
since, there ‘is no sort of doubt that that 
declaration was a help to the Democrats in 
this State. Are they afraid to renew 1t ex- 
cept in a vague general adoption of the St. 
Louis platform? Do they really think that 
they can catch votes with such disingenuous 
twaddle as Mr. Brooxs indulged in? Do 
they expect to attract free traders with a 
revenue tariff which shall afford ‘‘ample 
protection to every great interest in the 
country,” and protectionists with an in- 
dorsement of the St. Louis resolution for a 
tariff for revenue only? It is in vain that 
such nets are spread in the sight of such 
birds. The revision of the tariff is a practi- 
cal business question. It is quite possible, 
and very desirable, that political parties 
should treat it in a sensible and intelligent 
manner. It is not at all desirable thata 
party should evade it so helplessly as did the 
Democrats yesterday. 

The financial question is not so immedi- 
ately urgent, though it is equally important. 
On this the convention, following the cue 
given by its Chairman, undertook to pro- 
nounce an utterance which should seem to 
say something, and, on examination, says 
nothing. It declaged that the ‘* New-York 
Democracy, as always, stand by gold and 
silver as the legal tender of the Constitution, 
and by the doctrine that all paper mediums 
of money [whatever that may mean] must 
be based on those metals at the standard 
values of the world.’’ Does this mean that 
the present system of coining silver ata 
value recognized nowhere else in the world. 
shall be maintained? Does it mean that 
when enough such silver shall be coined, the 

demption of United States notes and the 
en of the interest and principal of 
United States bonds shall be made in silver 
‘instead of gold? Of course, nobody knows 
the answers to these very simple questions, 
and the jugglers of words who invented the 
platform probably know even less than any 
one else. If they had any views on the 
Silver law, they concealed them intention- 
ally, and with success. They produced a 


latform to which it was supposed the hard-. 


Chursday, 
money man could make no objection, and 


on which the Greenbacker and the silver 
man could stand with ease and comfort. 


The resolution referring to civil service 
reform betrays the cheerful irresponsibility 
of a minority which is not likely to be soon 
called upon to put its doctrines into practice. 
It is bolder and more distinct than the Re- 
publican declaration on the same subject, 
and whatever may come of Democratic vot- 
ing on this question, we are glad to see such 
declarations appear in Democratic plat- 
forms. The convention asks for a reform 
by Congress and by administrative action 
that ‘‘ will substitute for the present periodi- 
cal scramble for spoil§ a wise system of ap- 
pointment and promotion by which the in- 
cumbency of subordinate offices shall be 
regulated by law and depend only upon 
capacity and character,’’ and it further de- 
mands ‘‘that no assessment shall be levied 
upon public officers for political purposes.’’ 
We trust that this declaration will be re- 
garded as an instruction to the Democratic 
members of the House of Representatives to 
vote for the bills which will come before 
them at the next session embodying these 
ideas. We trust also, but we hardly hope, 
that there will be no assessments for politi- 
cal purposes on the public officers of this or 
other cities where the Democrats have power. 

The Democratic platform, still following 
Mr. Brooxs’s suggestion, speaks with some 


degree of clearness, though not unmistak- 
ably, on the transportation question. It 
favors supervision by commission, limited 
charges, and the submission to the people of 
an amendment to the Constitution abolish- 
ing tolls on the canals. These propositions 
are good enough as far as they go, but they 


are vague, and nothing in the action of lead- 


ing Democrats in the Legislature has shown 


in what way they will or can be embodied 
in specific measures. The record of the 
Democrats in power, to which the conven- 
tion naturally ‘‘ points with confidence,’’ is 
barren of any evidence that the party is 


either willing or able to solve the problems 
involved in the transportation question, 


On the whole, it is not easy to see any- 
thing in the Democratic position sufticiently 
definite or imspiriting to arouse any great 
degree of interest on their behalf, or to 


counteract the decided apathy in the party 
at large and the jealousies between its fac- 
tions. 





THE WATER SUPPLY QUESTION. 

How much less the loss by the great fire 
of Monday night would have beenif the 
engines had not been embarrassed by an in- 
sufficient supply of water it is impossible to 
estimate, but the peril involved in a con- 
stant liability to such 
sufficiently manifest. It 
in a year’s time it might result in 
the . destruction of property of a 
value that would duplicate our whole water 
supply system. ‘The firemen did not find a 
sufficient number of hydrants for their 
needs, and at such as there were the pres- 
sure was so low as materially to reduce 
their efficiency, and while the engines waited 
for the ‘‘full head’ to be let on 
the flames gained such headway as 
to be uncontrollable. ; There is objec- 
tion to multiplying *‘ hydrants in the 
fact that the facilities for distribution and 
consumption of water are already too great 
for the supply. The reduction of the pres- 
sure{was also due to fears that the reservoirs 
would be drawn down to the famine point. 
The warning has come from various quar- 
ters in the last few days that New-York is 
seriously threatened with a water famine. 
The Croton River is furnishing but a frac- 
tion of the volume now delivered by the 
aqueduct, and the reserve stored in Putnam 
County will be exhausted within a monthif 
the drought continues,

The City is confronted with a serions 
problem, and it is possible that a solution 
should be sought in a new direction. We 
have a magnificent aqueduct, which brings 
95,000,000 gallons of fresh water to the City 
every day from a distance of forty miles. 
There is an apprehension now that the sup- 
ply from which it draws may be reduced by 
the long period of dry weather so that it 
cannot be worked to its full capacity, but it 
is only ashort time since we were told that 
whatever the supply of water, the capacity 
of the aqueduct was insufficient to meet 
even the present demand, while the normal 
consumption was constantly and rapidly in- 
creasing. We were at the same time re- 
minded that there was a great deal of waste 
of water, and that the supply would be ample 
for years to come if it were properly hus- 
banded. But it will not comfort those liv- 
ing on high levels and deprived even for 
short periods of the amount of water 
necessary for daily convenience to be re- 
minded that others are reveling in 
aqueous * extravagance and luxury at 
their expense. Neither will those who 
are situated so that they can waste 
water with impunity have regard for the 
discomfort of those less fortunately circum- 
stanced. Whatever is done to equalize ad- 
vantages, to stop waste and meet actual 
needs, must be done on compulsion and not 
by the voluntary action of citizens. We 
must either have enough water furnished to 
supply all, regardless of extravagance in its 
use, or we must have some method applied 
which will effectually stop waste. 

Last Winter, it will be remembered, the 
Legislature passed an act authorizing a large 
and expensive increase of the aqueduct ca- 
pacity of our water system, and the Governor, 
for good and sufficient reasons, interposed his 
veto and preventedits becoming a law. The 
Legislature will meet again within three 
months and the matter will be urged upon 
it with renewed emphasis. In the mean- 
time it will be well to consider whether 
there is not some easier, more expeditious, 
and less expensive method of meeting the 
present difficulty. A very large part of the 
consumption of Croton water is entirely out- 
side of that for household purposes. 
It is used to sprinkle*streets and 
flush the, gutters, to extinguish fires 
and propel machinery, and for a 
thousand mechanical and manufacturing 
needs for which the inexhaustible supply of 
salt water that surrounds the City would 
serve as well. It is a question whether it is 
worth while to bring through an aqueduct 
for forty miles from inland streams the 
water that is to be used so _ lavish- 
ly for these purposes. The use of the 
sea water would involve pumping works, a 
special reservoir for pressure, and a dupli- 
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cation to a large extent of street mains and 
service pipes. How the cost of these would 
compare with that of making the necessary 
additions to the aqueduct it is for experts to 
say. 

If the requirements for which fresh water 
is not needed could be economically met in 
the way suggested, it would add almost in- 
definitely to the time during which the pres- 
ent system of collection and distribution 
would be adequate. But aside from this 
there is no doubt that effectual means should 
be adopted to put a stop to the reckless 
waste of water indulged in by those who are 
so situated that their supply is unstinted. 
At the same time, a larger revenue might be 
derived from the water service by making 
a special charge for all that is used in 
any establishment above a proper maxi- 
mum to be allowed to households for 
ordinary personal and domestic uses. 
This matter deserves a little thoughtful 
study before further Legislative action is 
taken, in order to ascertain whether there is 
not some better and more economical way 
of solving the problem than making indefi- 
nite and costly extensions of the aqueduct 
system. Experts on the subject should be 
induced to give the City the benefit of their 
special knowledge and their matured opin- 
ions. 





A ROYAL INTERVIEW. 
A good deal of attention has been paid by 
the press to the recent interview between 
the Kings of Spain and Portugal, which 


took place at one of those improbable Span- 
ish towns with names far too long ever to be 
written or pronounced, except by people of 
leisure. We are told that the interview was 
a very important one, and that it will doubt- 


less greatly modify the relations now exist- 
ing between Spain and Portugal, but the 


newspapers that give us this information do 
not descend to details, and we are left to im- 
agine what great measures of statesmanship 
were discussed bythe two monarchs. What 
was really done at this famous interview, 


and the precise effect which it may be ex- 


pected to have upon the future of the two 
peninsular kingdoms, may be told by an 
American journal without fear of shocking 
the dignity of professional Kings or of Span- 


ish and Portuguese hidalgos—provided, of | 


course, that hidalgos grow in Portugal, as 
well as in the milder climate of Spain. 

The meeting was originally sought by 
Luis. That estimable young man 
finds the active practice of kingship an ex- 
tremely lonesome business. : The situation of 
his kingdom virtually cuts him off from the 
society of most other monarchs. He cannot 
run over from Lisbon to Berlin and spend 
an afternoon with the Kaiser, as can the 
King of Saxony, nor can he take a Saturday 
night train and spend Sunday in Munich, 
returning home in time for dinner on Sun- 
day night, as can the King of Italy. This 
isolation wears upon the young and amiable 
monarch, and when the other day he re- 
marked to his Queen, ‘‘ Marra! I am going 
over the border to make the acquaintance of 
AL¥Fonso, and to see if he is disposed to be 
sociable,”’ she warmly advised him to break 
with Portuguese traditions and to cultivate 
friendly relations with the Spanish King. 

The two monarchs met by appointment 
at the impossible place already referred to. 
At¥ronso welcomed his royal neighbor with 
unexpected enthusiasm. He even forgot 
the existence of his guitar, and embraced 
Luts with that instrument dangling in front 
of his royal waistband, thereby irretrievably 
smashing it. Luis, with great politeness, 
instantly took off his own guitar and hung 
it around ALFonso’s neck, whereupon the 
assembled courtiers burst into tears, and 
said that it was too utterly precious. 

Most kingly interviews are carried on in 
the presence of several Cabinet Ministers 
and the reporters of the local press, but AL- 
Fonso would not consent to treat his visitor 
with such elaborate ceremony. He made 
him come up stairs to the smoking-room, 
where the two young men took off their 
coats, and, seating themselves in easy chairs, 
with their royal legs extended upon otto- 
mans, talked of theatres, dogs, horses, and 
other unstatesmanlike topics. 


King 


In the course 
of half an hour they had formed such an in- 
timacy that they addressed one another as 
«‘ ALFonso, old boy,’’ and ‘‘ Louis, my dear 
fellow,’’ and acknowledged that for the first 
time during their respective reigns they had 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 

When evening came, ALFonso and Luts 
sallied forth with their guitars to serenade 
the ladies of the town, asis the custom of 
all law-abiding Spaniards. Luisjoined in 
that beautiful song, 

Guadalquiver, 
Gentle river, 
Which, as every one knows, is always sung 
by Spanish serenaders, and ALFoNso, in 
honor of his guest, afterward sang a new 
version of the same song made by himself 
on the spur of the moment, and beginning: 
On the Tagus, 
Simon Magus, 
Never sailed and never wished te. 

When the monarchs returned home they 
divided the bouquets and notes which had 
been thrown to them with the utmost fair- 
ness, and when they took their several can- 
dles and departed for the night they mutu- 
ally agreed that they had had a most de- 
lightful day. 

On the following morning the two Kings 
went to a bull-fight, unattended by any es- 
cort whatever. They disguised themselves 
so as toescape recognition; King Luts car- 
rying a barrel-organ on his back, and repre- 
senting himself to be an Italian nobleman, 
and King ALFonso, wearing blue spectacles 
and smoking a large china pipe, so as to 
convince people that he was a German phi- 
losopher. The monarchs paid for their tick- 
ets—matching pennies to sce who would 
pay for both—and provided themselves 
with a quart of pea-nuts each. Luis was 
greatly pleased with the entertainment, and 
admitted that Spain was in advance of Por- 
tugal in the matter of bull-fights, whereupon 
ALrFonso in the handsomest manner said 
that he would send his private chaplain to 
Lisbon to give the Portuguese a few free 
lessons in the art of bull-fighting. Late in 
the afternoon King Luis, wearing anew 
guitar, presented to him by ALFonso, and 
slung around his neck with a white ribbon, 
took the train for Lisbon, parting from his 
friendly host with great regret, but partially 
consoled by ALFONSO’s promise to come 
over to’ Lisbon at an early day, or in fact 
whenever the Queen of Spain should think 
fit to make a visit to her mother. 

- The only effect which this interview will 


have upon the international relations of 
Spain and Portugal will be the introduction 
of white guitar ribbons into Portugal, wheré 
blue has hitherto been the invariable color, 
and a probable improvement in Portuguese 
bull-fighting, owing to the gratuitous in- 
struction to be given by ALFonso’s chap- 
lain. Those Who apprehend that a federative 
union between the two peninsular monarchs 
was decided upon at this royal interview, 
or that even a new treaty was discussed, are 
greatly in error. The real truth as to the 
matter is here told for the first time, and it 
is to be hoped that the effect will be to calm 
the nerves of apprehensive European di- 
plomatists. 





The trial of Dr. H. W. THomas for alleged 
heresy by the Rock River Conference of Illinois, 
now in progress, on the charge of unsoundness, ac- 
cording to Methodist doctrine, in his views of the 
inspiration of the Bible, the belief in the atone- 
ment, and the future punishment of the wicked, is 
quite likely to result in his condemnation. The 
committee appointed to try him is chiefly a selec- 
tion from the old-line ministers who know nothing 
of the ehanges going on in theological opinion, and 
care less, and his case has not apparently excited 
much sympathy onthe part of either preachers or 
laymen among the Methodists. The Methodist 
Ecumenical in Londot was impatient over the dis- 
cussion of subjects which have interest for think- 
ing people, and thesame spirit has been manifested 
in the preliminary steps of Dr. Taomas’s trial. The 
Methodists havea fixed religious system, which 
crystallized in the sermons of JoHN WESLEY, and no 
departures from it have been tolerated or per- 
mitted during the century since their patron saint 
went to his rest. Itis for going beyond the state- 
ments of Wesleyan beliof, which is a mild dilution 


of Calvinism, that Dr. Tuomas is accused of heresy 
by his brethren. They have begged him to leave 
them peaceably and finda field elsewhere. This 
he refuses todo when under the ban of alleged 
heresy, and the vital point in his trial is the ques- 
tion whether one can be a Methodist upon the 
ground of a liberal construction of its antiquated 


religious standards. This 1s what Dr. THomas is 


contending for. The Rock River Conference is try- 
ing him for alleged heresy, while he is accusing 
the whole Methodist Churchinthe United States 
ot holding to a body of divinity which has been es- 
sentiaily outgrown and needs abundant restate- 
ment before it can command the assent of thought- 
ful people. If it shall be seen, as is more than 


probable, that Metnodism adheres rigidly to an 


fron-clad religious statement as its living creed, it 


will suffer in the opinion of the outside world just 
as it has suffered from the intellectual narrow- 
ness of the London Ecumenical. Whether Dr. 
THomas is condemned or acquitted is a small 
matter, because in either case he is quite 
able to take care of himself, but the Methodist 


Charch can hardly afford to have the religious pub- 
lio reach the conclusion that Joun WesLEy’s oreed 
is the sum and end of what they rigidly hold for 
the Christian belief. It is this unpleasant aiterna- 
tive which goes with Dr. THomas’s condemnation 
If, on the other hand, he is acquitted, then this 
great and influential body will be called upon 
to adjust itself somewhat to modern thought, 


a step which must be taken sooner or later with its 
present educational appliances, but, nevertheless, 
astep which involves nothing less than a revolu- 
tion in Methodism as a working religious system. 
i 

Mr. MORRELL is reported to have said re 
garding his burned warehouse: “I began my 
business, which was the storing of rich furniture, 
plate, &e., by building what was the best and 
most complete warehouse which could be found in 
this country, if net in the world.” If this be so, 
and we do not doubt it, it only proves the stupidity 
of mankind. Mr. MorRRELL’s warehouse, though 
**the best and most complete in the world,” hada 
wooden advertisement board, which quickly caught 
fire, running along the roof, and it was not even 
protected by those iron shutters which we see on 





every down-town warehouse,and this, albeit it front- - 


ed o& tne Fourth-avenue depot,the burning of which 
would evidently, in any but asouth wind, imperil 
it. If Mr. Morrett thought that he had erected 
the right sort of edifics tor safe storage, he must be 
but ill-informed on the subject. Hard experience 
will now have taught him better. A storage build- 
ing to be absolutely safe must, in the first place, be 
entirely detached. It should be built around a 
court, and the windows, protected by iron shut- 
ters, should all face inward, unless, indeed, there 
is no other building within fire reach, and be as 
few and far between as is consistent with needful 
light, The building should be in many sections, 
each section divided by very strong brick walls, 
and connected by double iron doors; that is, doors 
with a space of at least a foot between them. In 
the court-yard of the building should be sev- 
eral hydrants, and in a shed adjoining 
a fire engine, with an engineer always 
on duty, and having electric communication with 
the Fire Department under his hand. On each 
floor should be a hydrant with hoseattached. The 
great mistake made in these buildings lies in not 
having the sections complete in themselves. Some 
of our readers may have seen in the Bermingham 
Tower at Dublin Castle those wedge-shaped 
chambers in which the records of Ireland are kept. 
A fire might burn itself out in one of those massive 
chambers without doing the slightest damage to 
the others. Whereas, it has been observed of the 
new Record Office that, if one part catches, noth- 
ing can save the rest. This was what happened in 
the London Pantechnicon, several years ago, when 
the loss aggregated some $25,000,000. It certainly 
seems most extraordinary*that in this age, and in 
such cities as London and New-York, there should 
be no possibility of placing property beyond the 
reach of fire. Who is there owning cherished 
ebhattels that would not readily pay high rates for 
absolute security? Besides, the insurance would be 
proportionately less in the degree that the building 
was secure. Apart from money loss, 
of the mental trouble such calamities bring. Scat- 
tered througheut Europe are a thousand persons 
who to-day are mourning over possessions only 
less dear to them than those with whom they were 
associated. Tables and chairs, of little intrinsic 
value perhaps, but priceless in theeyes of those 
who linked them with those passed away; old 
plate, the pride of its possessors; old letters, dear- 
est of all, by well-loved hands now passive in the 
grave. So great isthe force of habit and associa- 
tion on the minds of many that the loss of a cabi- 
net or picture becomes, more especially in the 
afternoon of life, like that of an old friend. 
oO 

Ameng the offices to be filled at the ap- 
proaching election are those of Civil Justice in 
nine out of the ten districts into which the City is 
divided. Wire-pulling has been in progress for 
weeks on the part of would-be candidates to se- 
cure the nominations for the offices, and the names 
which have been publicly mentioned as possible 
nominees are not in general of a nature to be reas- 
suring to the conscientious citizen or man of re- 
spectability. The office is one which, in worldly 
parlance, “ pays well.” 
$6,000 a year, and he has some patronage, consist- 
ing of the appointment of a stenographer, clerks, 
and attendants. Justices have usually been 
in the habit of holding court for three 
or four hours a day three days in the 
week, and the law does not disqualify them from 
engaging in professional work. Several of the 
present incumbents are said to do quite a lucrative 
business outside of their judicial work, and the 
only reason why the others do not do likewise lies, 
probably, in the fact of their inability to get liti- 
gants to trust them as counsel with their cases. 
There is no doubt whatever that the law relat- 
ing to the Civil Justices’ Courts is in urgent need 
not merely of amendment but of radical reform. 
There are, for instance, fully twice as many magis- 
trates as there is any occasion for, and there is a 
notable lack of any provision requiring suitable 
qualifications on the part of an applicant for the 
Office. The first of these drawbacks cannot, 
of course, be removed or mollified on 
the eve of an election, but the last named 
ought to be taken into aecount by the 
nominating conventions of all parties and 
by citizens irrespective of party. The salary 
and conditions of the office are sufficiently prom- 
ising to make it worth the while of able lawyers 
and men of standing in the community to aecepta 
nomination for the position, and plenty of such 
men can be found willing to doso. This being the 
case, there is no need, asis threatened in many in- 
stances, of making the selections frem fledglings 
at the Bar, from moisy practitioners in bad edor, or

and easy fashion of TwrEp’s time.

Many persons have the notion that a Civil 
Justice, like a Police Magistrate, need not bea law- 
yer, or, at least, that accurate legal Knowledge is 
not an essential qualification to a seat in a District 
Court. The mistake is perhaps a pardonabie one 
when it is remembered what kind of exhibitions 
on the part of these gentry the citizens have been, 
and still are, from time to time called upon to wit- 
ness. Not only, however, does the law emphat- 
ieally declare that the incumbent of the office shall 
be a counselor of law—even as aistinguished from 
@ mere attorney—but the nature of the work 
which the Justice is called upon to perform par 
ticularly requires that he shall be the possessor 
of a thorough knowledge of many branches 
of legal learning. He is constantly called upon 
to decide delicate questions of evidence, of 
organic law, and of procedure. His court tg 
‘especially the poor man’s tribunal and too often 
the latter’s court of last as well as firstresort. Ap 
appeal, of course, lies from the decision of a Dis- 
trict Court, but itis te the General Term of the 
Court of Common Pleas, and is always a long and 
generally a costly proceeding. Important matters, 
determining the right to valuable property or de- 
ciding the civil rights of the litigants, come before 
the Civil Justices. In the latter’s court, also, the 
rules of the Supreme Court govern to a great ex- 
tent, and the practice and procedure are of a kind 
requiring on the part of the Justice familiarity 
with legal forms and proceedings. Even, therefore, 
if there were no statutory provision on the 
subject, to put an ignoramus on the Bench 
would be very much like setting a blacksmith 
at work to repaira Jurgensen watch. It is a no« 
torious fact that many litigants have in the past 
avoided the District Courts because they felt that 
the Justices were incapable of understanding or 
of passing upon the legal questions which might 
arise, and in this way the higher courts have had 


their calendars clogged with cases which ought 
never to have been brought there. The District 
Courts were especially intended to be places 
where cases could be decided quickly, and where 
the delays of the higher courts should be, as far as 
possible, unknown. To decide questions quickly 
and wellit is necessary for the Justice to be well 


informed, Anignoramus does not make a fit in-

ERA FOR THE SOUTH 


DEVELOPMENT SHOWN AT THE 
ATLANTA EXPOSITION. 

& NEW-BORN ZEAL FOR HARD WORK AND 
BETTER FARMING METHODS—INOREASED 
PRODUCTIVENESS OF THE SOIL—THE 
GROWTH OF NEW INDUSTRIES—A REGION 
OF BOUNDLESS RESOURCES. 

ArianTa, Ga, Oct. 8—In its present 
mcomplete state Atlanta’s cotton fair is a far 
less interesting study than the new spirit in 
the South of which it is an outcome. Whether 
es a starting point, or a first milestone, an 
impulse or the record of progress already made, 
the exposition now taking shape in Oglethorpe 
Park is the most encouraging sign of full re- 
covery from the prostration in which she was 
left by the war, and of that energetic awaken- 
Ing whose coming has been s0 long foretold 
und hopefully awaited. The acutest observer 
and student of economic facts and tendencies 
might confess himself baffled in the attempt to 
judge of the reality and extent of this awaken- 
Ing and to forecast its results, immediate and 
remote, in developing the resources, multiply- 
ing the productions, and increasing the wealth 
of the South if his view were limited to the 
exhibits of the cotton fair as they are, or soon 
will be, rangea in the space assigned to them, 
for they are very largely proofs of possibili- 
ties rather than of performence. Georgia’s 
two hundred or more varieties of wood, her 
solid lumps of coal weighing halfaton, her 
iron ores from all over the northern part of 
the State, her copper ores, mica, limestone 
nocks, pottery clays, marbles, pigment earths, 
and manufactures of cotton and silk, represent 
60 many undeveloped and compara- 
tively untouched resources. Moreover, 
in respect to older and more fully 
developed industries, the exposition is, 
like all of its kind, an exponent of the best, 
not of the average. States, bureaus of agri- 
culture, railroads and railroad syndicates, 
corporations and manufacturers here show to 
the best advantage, and with careful arrange- 
ment selected evidences of the South’s present 
and prospective wealth. The exposition is 
bighly organized, collective, an aggregate of 
anits of production which ought to be studied 
separately to reach an accurate conclusion. 
Asafarming State, Georgia may be better 
studied at the State Agricultural 
at Macon week after next than in the 
International Exposition at Atlanta, and a 
half hour’s talk with a few warehousemen 
would be far more profitable to the seeker 
after proofs of progress than asimilar time 
spent in admiring the ‘‘model bale” at the 
exposition. To learn from a warehouseman 
that the cotton farmers from whom he buys 
are bringing in two or three bales of cotton 
this year where they only had one to sell a few 
years ago is amuch more useful and significant 
piece of information than the knowledge 
that with eare and pains a bale of cotton can 
beso well put up that the eye can detect no de- 
parture from symmetrical and proper propor- 
tions. But evidence of this specific character 
is not wanting. Apart from the exhibits in 


the fair buildings, itis open to any one who 


will seek it—in the conversation of representa- 
tive men from all parts of the South, in the 
statisties of production, export, and interna] 
trade, in changes accomplished and now going 
on, in tendencies visibly working throughout 
the Southern States toward greater breadth 
of undertaking and wiser methods, and, above 
all, in the new spirit of the people. 

The South is unmistakably eager to learn 
and to work. It has not always been so. No 
Southern man who has felt within him the stir 
of this new spirit will take the slightest of- 
fense at the assertion,’ for I have heard 
it said a score of times in Atlanta that 
the chief hindrances to the South’s mater- 
jal advancement have been ignorance and 
laziness. To confess one’s faults in such plain 
speech is the best proof of a disposition to re- 
form. Robert Toombs, with that unreserved 
frankness which so often, and not always hap- 
pily, characterizes his remarks, once said, on 
veing introduced to a man from another State, 
who, he was told, was coming to settle in 
Georgia, ‘‘I am glad of it. God Almighty has 
done a great deal for this State, and man very 
little.” One of the orators at the exposi- 
tion opening declared that the South- 
ern people were ready to learn from 
any teacher. If the thrifty and industrious 
people of the North had anything to teach 
them which would make them better farmers, 
planters, manufacturers, or miners, they were 
willing to sit at their feet as learners; and this 
sentiment was received with marks of appro- 
bation by the audience. Senator Vance, of 
North Carolina, in his brief but happily word- 
ed address at the opening compressed into one 
expressive sentence the whole meaning and 
promise of this exposition. ‘‘The South,” 
said he, “is renewing her youth at the fountain 
of industry.’’ She has never attempted to 
bold an exposition before because her people 
have never been so hard at work before, and 
because they have never before appreciated 
the value of showing the world what it could 
jo, and of those opportunities for study and 
comparison, for making other men’s experi- 
ence their own, which a well-organized expo- 
sition affords. 

Of course, the best evidence of the growing 
prosperity of a country is an increase in the 
variety, amount, and value’of its productions. 
There is abundant evidence of this increase in 
the South. It appears in the statistics of every 
important crop, as in the raising of the annual 
cotton production in the past three seasons to 
nearly double the average of the decade pre- 
ceding the war, in the spread of the area of 
cultivation over large tracts previously un- 
tilled, the introduction of new crops, the open- 
ing up of new industries, and the extension of 
manufactures, Theaverage cotton crop from 
1856 to 1861 was not over 3,500,000 bales. 
In 1879 the crop was 5,737,257 bales: in 
1880, 6,000,000 bales, and in 1881 fully as many 
—according to some estimates 6,500,000. The 
enrichment of the soil by commercial fertili- 
zers and the spread of the cotton belt 
westward and northward in North Carolina 
evén to the slopes of the Blue Ridge, over the 
northern half of Georgia, and into similar new 
fields in other States, have produced this in- 
crease. Better and cleaner ginning, too, is 
adding to the market value of the cotton. In 
other farm crops like advances have been 
made. It is still a mooted question whether 
the Southern farmer should raise his 
own supplies or purchase them from 
Northern niger ge with the price of his cotton, 
The weight of authority, of proof, and of 
reason is with those who condemn the all-cot- 
ton plan, and urge the farmers to raise their 
own hay, corn, wheat, and oats. Among 
thinking men, those who formulate the 
theories of the community, this view 
is generally accepted, and most of this 
class with whom have talked in Atlanta 
are of the opinion that the custom of raising 
their own supplies is rapidly extending among 
the farmers of the South. This is the case 
in North Carolina undoubtedly, but Mr. 
J. 8. Newman, Clerk of the Georgia 
Department of Agriculture, tells me 
that the amount of hay and grain 
raised in Georgia is stili discouragingly small 
in proportion to the amount consumed, and 
the change to the better system is by no means 
rapid. Any one who sees the Northern baled 
hay and Western corn discharging in front of 
the feed stores of Atlanta will readily accept 
his statement. Georgia consumes annually 
8,000,000 bushels of wheat, and_ raises 
(1879) 8,617,100; consumes 33,000,000 bush- 
els of corn, and_ raises 20,000,000 ; 
consumes 825,000 tons of hay, and 
produces 35,000. The rich farmers of Georgia 
are those who grow their own corn and feed 
their stock from the produce of their own land. 
The gospel of corn and hay growing is being 
vealously preached throughout the South, and 
aalf a dozen years will doubtless see a. wonder- 
ful change in this respect. In many sec- 
tions there have been notable departures 
from the oid style farming with most 
eneouraging success. The truck farming of 
Norfolk County, Va., is the growth of a few 
years, and last year $2,500,000 worth of peas, 
strawberries, &c., were shipped from that 
county alone. Tho growing of these early deli- 
cacies for New-York and Northern markets is 
attracting the attention of many farmers fur- 
ther down the coast, and has already become 
an established and very profitable business 
in North Carolina. In Florida fortunes are 
being made in raising those delicious oranges 
which New-York people esteem so highly. Land 
worth $1 50 an acre unimproved leaps up to 
§6,000 an acre when covered with orange 
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trees producing every year $750 worth of 
oranges. In Eastern Tennessee chicken rais- 
ing is being made a source of profit. Whea 
sent alive, half fattened, to the local markets, 
as in the ‘old days, verv little money is to be 
made in the peiltry business, but the Tennes- 
see farmers have learned to feed their fowls 
well, kill and dress them, and sell to Philadel- 
phia or New-York buyers, to whom they are 
shipped in refrigerator cars. The ultimate 
development of this business will be that the 
cars which carry poultry to New-York and the 
Western cities of the North will return 
loaded with beef for the South, where 
little good beef is raised. In this same 
section—Fastern Tennessee—a great export 
trade in black walnut timber is springing up. 
Timber lands are being bought in large tracts 
by lumber-dealers, as yet mostly Northern 
men, who put up steam saw mills and get out 
large quantities of black walnut for Northern 
markets. Vast as are the quantities of Geor- 
gia pine which have been shipped to the North 
during the past. five years, the pme 
forests of the State have been hard- 
ly touched. No Northern man _ can 
come here, look the country over, and listen 
to the talk of its inhabitants without being 
amazed atits boundless resources, and in no 
one particular do its possibilities of wealth 
more impress the mind with a sense of limit- 
less extent than in respect to its forests of lum- 
ber, the reserve of the country, which will be 
called upon when reckless wastefulness shall 
have exhausted the timber lands of the acces- 
sible North-west. 

The improvement in the farming methods 
of the South is most evident in the enormous 
growth of the manufacture and sale of com- 
mercial fertilizers, which have not only in- 
creased the yield per acre on old lands, but 
have made possible the reclamation of thou- 
sands of acres of waste land. Farmers are 
taking an intelligent interest in scientific 
treatment of soils and crops. The Georgia 
Department of Agriculture is making an ex- 
periment with soils from al) parts of the State, 
with a view to determine what kind of arti- 
ficial fertilizer is most needed to produce a 
large yield of cotton, and the farmers of the 
State are manifesting a deep interest in the 
progress and result of the experiment. In- 
quiries concerning the varieties of hay best 
adapted to the soil of the State are reach- 
ing the department in large numbers, and 
farmersin every county are reporting the prof- 
itable results of higher farming, undertaken 
at the suggestion and under the direction of 
the department. Double-cropping is on the 
increase all along the coast, particularly in 
North Carolina, where a crop of rye 
for forage, or of early peas. for 
Northern tables, can be taken off the ground 
before it is ready for the cotton-seed in the 
Spring, to the great advantage of the farmer. 
There is a growing disposition, also, to make 
some more profitable use of the cotton-seed, 
which has in the past been thrown away or used 
asa manure for the land in its natural state— 
a wasteful process, as the  cotton-cake 
or residuum left after extracting the oil is 
actually more valuable than the seed as a fer- 
tilizer, and the oil is of such value that the oil- 
mill men can afford to pay from $5 to $l0a 
ton for the seed, extract the oil, and return the 
cake to the farmer gratis. The great obstacle 
to the increase of this business is the absence 
of transportation facilities and the difficulty 
of getting the seed to the mills. 

These are but a few of the modifications 
now in progress or which have taken place in 
Southern agriculture. They are all in the 
direction of better farming, and when supple- 
mented by the abolition of the credit system, 
now giving way before the coming of capital 
from the North, which is obtainable for farm 
loans ata living rate of interest, their effect 
will be to enrich this part of the country 
beyond anything that was ever dreamed of 
in the old slave days. Ihave merely glanced 
at the field of Southern industrial develop- 
ment in this letter, touching here and there 
upon illustrative points. In future letters I 
shall take up in detail the most important prod- 
ucts of the South and the industrial questions 
which are now being actively agitated here.

BEHINDHAND AT YORKTOWN. 

a 
THE PREPARATIONS FOR TO-DAY’S CERE- 
MONIES INCOMPLETE — MANY DISCOM- 
FORTS APPREHENDED. 

Yorktown, Oct. 12.—Everything is be 
hindhand for the opening ceremonies of Thurs- 
day, but as they are not the important ones, 
little annoyance is expressed. This place is 
not accessible daily from the north save by 
one steamer, leaving Baltimore about 4 in the 
afternoon and reaching Yorktown after a trip 
to West Point on the York River, about 8 in 
the evening. Although the only direct line, it 
brought no mail this morning. Other lines 
are promised every day, among which is 
one of four steamers plying between 
here and West Point. It is probable 
that . the crowd, if crowd there be, 
will come next week, when the actual ceremo- 


nies begin and the French visitors arrive. To- 
morrow will witness a formal opening of the 
celebration—a speech by the President of the 
Centennial Assoeiation and a reunion of de- 
scendants of soldiers of the Revolution. On 
Friday itis proposed to enjoy an address by 
Carl Schurz and Messrs. Coudert and Charlier, 
of New-York. A grand ballis advertised for 
the evening. Saturday will witness a regatta, 
to be concluded with fire-works. So far there 
is no sign of a tithe of all the festivi- 
ties, neither the men nor the materials having 
arrived. Every hour, however, improves the 
looks of things. Parts of one regiment of 
United States infantry and of three regiments 
of artillery have arrived. Their tents and 
those of Militia not yet here have been pitched. 
There will be no cavalry of the regular Army. 
No adequate provision has yet been made for 
the 40,000 or 50,000 people who are expected to 
arrive next, if not this, week. Rooms are al- 
most impossible to get. Many who are un- 
willing to pay high prices find what shelter 
they can and sleep in booths, barns, or 
tents, often without blankets. All visitors to 
Yorktown this week or next should come 
prepared with blankets or rugs in case of need. 
Although the weather is warm the nights are 
cold and severe changes in temperature are 
likely to occur. The branch running north 
from the Peninsular extension of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railway is being pushed for- 
ward. The four miles may be finished by 
Saturday, but even then it is not certain that 
trains can run from Richmond. Owing to the 
fine weather, the roads are hard and good, 
although dusty, but should it rain the work 
on the railway will be impeded and the 
country roads become impassable. York- 
town will turn into a quagmire if 
any judgment can be made from Virginia 
roads on similar soul. Bearing these mishaps 
in mind, the trip to the Yorktown celebration 
may be recommended. The scenery is fine and 
the air delicious. Water is supplied to the 
camps by miles of iron pipe. There is excel- 
lent shooting and fishing in the neighborhood. 
A party supplied with a tent could have every- 
thing, except the chances of a rainy spell, in 
favor of an enjoyable trip, by asking a loca- 
tion from the proper authorities. Such parties 
would have many conveniences that are not 
supplied the Government and State troops, 
such as fresh water by iron pipes and some 
protection from the crowd. 

The bulk of visitors to the centennial are 
naturally those of neighboring States, yet 
Maryland has very few representatives so far. 
The celebration of the Oriols in Baltimore 
and the other festivities in honor of the French 
visitors have detained in Baltimore every one 
who could stay. Itisan essentially Southern 
memorial, and offers neutral ground on which 
the best feeling can be displayed between 
Northerners and Southerners. Unless appear- 
ances are deceptive, there will be a large 
attendance of Southerners from all parts. 
The afternoon is cloudy, and 15 would be awk- 
ward if rain should come just at present, when 
many buildings lack their roofs and many per- 
sons have to sleep in the open air. Parties or 
organizations intending to come in a body 
could not do better than to hold some vessel 
at their command, extending the charter for a 
part or the whole of the time of the celebra- 
tion. In that way they could have a place of 
refuge and a meansof frustrating any local ex- 
tortion. In the commissariat, if the thousands 
come, food and perhaps water will rise in 
price. The large square-sail yacht the Wan- 
derer, of New-York, was here this morning. 
Six men-of-war, ali American, are anchored 
off Yorktown bluff. 


COACHING NEAR TARRYTOWN. 
GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 12.—A very hand- 
some coach or American drag, drawn by four thor- 
ough-bred horses and capable of holding 16 per- 
sons, drove through the streets of Tarrytown, N. 
Y., just before midnight Tuesday. It was owned 
by Mr. W. A. Lattimer, a New-York gentleman liv- 


ing in this place, and the party was composed 
largely of prominent New-Yorkers. The start was 
made from Greenwich, and the party returned 
eariy in the morning. This handsome vehicle has 
been noticed in nearly all the towns in this vicinity 
during the past Summer, and the sounds from the 
guardsman’s horn have become familiar. It is 


thought thet yery sown @ coaching cluk may be 
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formed here. There are many wealthy New-York- 
ers who live near here who own costly teams and 
with whom driving is a favorite pastime. 


AMUSEMENTS. 
HERR ROSEN’S NEW COMEDY. 

It is but a few days since one of Herr 
Moser’s new comedies was acted here for the first 
time on the stage of the Germania Theatre; an- 
other new comedy by an ‘equally well-known and 
popular playwright, Herr Julius Rosen, was 
brought out on the same stage last night, also for the 
first time. Herr Neuendorff’s enterprise in produc- 
ing German plays here before they have been seen 
in Germany should be appreciated by the public; 
itis a kind of enterprise which gives distinction 
and independence to his management. There was 
a good-sized audience in the theatre last night, and 
the new piece—whieh is called “Ein Ideal”—was 
received with favor. . 


Like most of the German comedies of the day, | 
“Ein Ideal” is in four acts and depends for its | 


broad effect upon the humor of intrigue; it is more 
seriously pointed than many of Herr Rosen’s plays, 
however, and is occasionally something better than 
afarce. The characters in it are not novel, but 
they are treated witn freshness and spirit; there 
are moments of dullness and long-windedness in 
the dialogue, expanded after the voluble Teu- 
tonic fashion, but these are relieved by scenes 
that are bright and in a good vein of 
comedy. The story of the play sets forth 
the domestic eccentricities and _  infelicities 
of Herr Karl Kurzweil and his arrogant frau. Herr 
Karl is a retired magistrate, a meek and obedient 
husband who stands in awe of his self-willed and 
mascuiine wife. The latter has a hobby, which is 
to marry her daughter to a man different from the 
run of male wickedness, and this man is called her 
“ideal.” Frau Kurzweil’s ideal turns out to be 
Herr Hermann Schelle, a very rich and impudent 
young person who imposes himself upon the magis- 
trate’s family and finally marries the daughter. 
The presence of Herr Schelle in the family 
effects a radical reform in its arrangement, for 
it leads to a permanent change in the rela- 
tions of Herr Kurzweil and his wife. The good- 
natured impudence of Scheile is at the bottom of 
the many complications which diversify the domes- 
tic narrative. There isa sub-plot inthe play, and 
this is joined skillfully to the main action. The 
characters of Schelle and Kurzweil are quite the 
best things in the play. The first of these—which 
calls to mind some of the imperturbable heroes of 
English comedy—might be effectively performed 
by Mr. Wallack; it has much of the humorous 
serenity and elegant nonchalance of Prosper Coura- 
mont. It was treated with intelligence and viva- 
city by Herr Sauer, a spirited comedian. Herr 
Raberg fitted the second character with really 
fine ability. The other parts were in competent 
hands. 

It has been announced that Frederich Haase will 
begin his noteworthy engagement at this theatre 
on next Monday evening. Herr Haaseis an artist 
of eminence, and he has acted before in this City 
with brilliant success. His present engagement 
should win the attention of both Germans and 
Americans. ° Herr Haase represents the contem- 
porary stage art of Germany at its highest point 
of cultivation. He is, in the estimation of his fel- 
low-countrymen, a legitimate successor of Dev- 
rient. His appearance at this time, when the 
coming of Signor Rossi is looked forward 
to with serious interest, must be _ consid- 
ered peculiarly appropriate in an_ artistic 
sense. Herr Haase will give his first performance 
in ‘* Narcisz,” a play which {s tolerably well known 
to all theatre-goers. This will be acted on next 
Monday and Tuesday evenings. On Wednesday 
and Thursday the programme will eomprise two 
pieces, *‘Sie Ist Wahnsinnig’” and “Der Vetter;” 
in the former Herr Haase will appear as Lord Har- 
leigh, andin the latter as Siegef. On Friday the 
play willbe “Der Kénig’s Lieutenant,’ in which 
the actor’s impersonation of Graf Thorane is said 
to be a performance of remarkable force end 
beauty. This programme forthe coming week is 


certainly one of uncommon promise.

THE CRIME OF CORNERING 


THE FEARLESS CHARGE OF+ A 
CHICAGO JUDGE. P 
CITATIONS FROM THE LAWS OF ILLINOIS 
AGAINST ‘‘ CORNERS’’ AND SIMILAR DE- 
VICES—THE GRAND JURY INSTRUCTED 
THAT IT IS THEIR DUTY TO TAKE COG- 
NIZANCE OF GRAIN GAMBLING. 

CxurcaGo, Oct. 12.—The nefarious business 
of grain gambling is threatened with annihilation 
here in its own particular abode. The statutes of 
the State provide severe penalties for the crime of 
“ cornering” and forestalling the grain market, but 
hitherto the law has been permitted to lie asa 
dead letter. The disastrous effects of the recent 
corner, however, have aroused the courts, and yes- 
terday the matter was presented to” the Grand 
Jury of the Criminal Court, by Judge Jameson, in 
the following ringing charge: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE GRAND Jury: Besides the 
statutes against gambling, selling liquor to minors, 
and acts of violence to person or property, which 
form the subject of your ordinary deliberations, I 
wish to call your attention to one which I will now 
read: ‘‘ Whoever contracts to have or give to him- 
self the option to sell or buy at afuture any grain 
or other commodity, stock of any railroad orother 
corporation, or gold, or forestalls the market by 
spreading false rumors te influence the price of 
commodities therein, or corners the market, or 
tries to do so in relation to any of such commodi- 
ties, shall be fined not less than $10 nor more 
than $1,000, or confined in the County Jail not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both.” (Revised Statutes 
Illineis, chapter 38, section 130.) By thissection are 
denounced three separate misdemeanors—the sale 
of options, forestalling the market, and, cornering 
the market. All these have, either in name or in 
spirit, been always interdicted by the common law, 
and that of forestalling was, atavery early day, 
made punishable in England by statute. Over a 
century ago a movement arose in England for 
abolishing the restrictions upon the freedom of 
trade, and these statutes were, ora partof them, 
repealed, but the common law has remained both 
there andin this country unchanged, though fallen 
into disuse. The exigencies of the times induced 
our Legislature a few years since to re-enact the 
statute against forestaliiug and to add to it those 
touching “ options” and “ corners,”’ which I have 
read—offenses to which the criminal ingenuity of 
our ancestors seems not to have been equal. The 
first offense is the illegall sale of options for future 
delivery of grain and other commodities. The fact 
that property 1s sold te be delivered at a 
future day does not make the contract illegal, 
although it is not at the time possessed or owned 
by the seller, or that the time of its delivery is left 
within fixed limits, optional with the buyer or 
seller, though in one sense any such sale is a sale 
of an option apparently within the statute. What 
makes it a gambling contract is the intent of the 
parties that there shall not be a delivery of the 
commodity sold, but a payment of differ- 
ences by the party losing upon the rise 
or fall of the market. Of this intent 
the jury are to be the judges, and it may be 
inferred directly from the terms of the contract or 
indirectly from the course of dealing of the par- 
ties. (Pickering against Cease, 79 Ill., 328; Walcott 
against Heath,78 Ill., 433; Pixley against Boynton, 79 
llL, 251.) By this legislation the General Assembly 
had no purpose to interdict bona fide sales of com- 
modities, but only such as are colorable or fraudu- 
lent, contrived by both parties as a cover merel 
for gambling transactions. The offense of forestall- 
ing originally consisted in the buying or contracting 
for merchandise or victuals coming to market, or 
dissuading persons from bringing their goods or 
provisions there or inducing them to raise their 

rices. (2 Wharton, Crim. Law, 1849.) Ourstatute 
1a8 narrowed the offense, s0 that it covers only 
forestalling the market by spreading false rumors 
to influence the price of commodities therein. The 
obvious purpose of the Legislature in making this 
provision, was to protect the people, the consum- 
ers as Wellas innocent traders, from the damage 
resulting from unnatural and fictitious fluctua- 
tions of prices, brought about by the false 
suggestions of interested persons. The of- 
fense of cornering the market is not, so 
faraslam aware, mentioned in the books, but it 
is one of a numerous family of frauds, of which the 
various members in their fight with society assume 
an infinitude of shapes and colors. 

To detect and punish these, notwithstanding the 
novelty and apparent innocence of their disguises, 
is the first business of courts of justice. The thing 
which we know asa “corner” in the market might 
be briefly described as a process of driving unsus- 

ecting dealers in grain, stock, and the like 
nto a corral and relieving them of their 
ghee The essence of the offense consists 

n the party securing a contract for the future de- 
livery of some commodity at his option, and then, 
by engrossing the stock of such commodity in the 
market, making it impossible tor the other party to 
complete his contract by purchasing of his adver- 
sary at his own price, or paying in cash the differ- 
ence fixed by such adversary. As was said of 
another great wrong, if this is not wrong then 
nothing is wrong. fPublic rumor on the 
street and in the press justifies me in 
saying that these offenses are rife among 
us, and in asking you, if evidence 
to that effect should reach you, to make them the 
subject of inquiry, your duty and mine is plain. 
However powerful the combination to defy the 
laws, and however difficult to detect and punish 
the crimes, we rank ourselves with the criminal if 
we fail to bring the terrors of the law to bear 
upon him. For one, I refuse not to hear what fills 
the ears of all to the discredit of the business 
men and methods of this city. The crimes indi- 
cated are being committed. It imports much that 
the validity of our statute and its sufficiency 
to reach the guilty parties should be early 
tested. If the spread of gambling has infected our 
business men the consequences cannot but be dis- 
astrous. The course of business, instead of pro- 
ceeding quietly and healthily. will become broken 
by fits of fever and panic; unlawful gains wili be 
preferred to the slow profits of legitimate trade; 
our farmers, partaking of the prevaient spirit, will 
hold back their crops in expectation of corner 
processes, borrowing money on mortgage to 
carry on their operations, instead of realizing 
by the sales of farm _ products. It is 
said that these phenomena are already apparent, 
and they are charged to be the effects of violations 
of the law. I will only add that it is not your duty 
to seek inquisitorially for evidence that crimes 
have been committed. Should evidence come to 
you through the regular channels your duty will be 
to consider it, and act fearlessly and promptly 
to vindicate the laws. I think I may promise on 
the part of the judiciary of the county that if you 
present men for crime it will not go unpun- 
ished, so faras the enforcement of the laws de- 


pends on them.

OBITUARY. 


DR. J. G. HOLLAND. 

Dr. Josiah Gilbert Holland, since 1870 the 
editor of Scribner’s Monthly, and one of the most 
celebrated writers which this country has pro- 
duced, died suddenly in his residence, at No. 46 
Park-avenue, yesterday morning. Dr. Holland had 
been troubled with heart disease for the last six 
years, but for two years he had suffered no partic- 
ular inconvenience. On Tuesday afternoon he 
was apparently in good health, and went to the 
office of the Century, which isthe new name of 
Scribner's Monthly, and wrote his “Topics of the 
Times.”” Yesterday morning he awoke at about 5 
o’clock and told his wife that he was about to 
arise. Ashe spoke he began to breathe heavily, 
and Mrs. Holland, knowing from experience that 


this was a sign of returning heart trouble, sent at 
once fora eee Before the physician arrived 
Dr. Holland died. The two daughters of the Doc- 
tor were summoned in time to be present at the 
death-bed of their father. The action of the heart 
seemed to have stopped suddenly, and to all ap- 

earances Dr. Holland died a painless death. He 
eaves a widow, one of the Chapin family, of 
Springfield, Mass., whom he married at the age of 
De, two unmarried daughters, and one son, Theo- 
dore Holland, who is a member of the Senior Class 
at Yale. 

Josian Gilbert Holland was born at Belchertown, 
Hampshire County, Mass, July 24,1819. His father, 
Hamilton Holland, lived and died a poor man, but 
he was amanof unusual purity and honesty of 
charaeter and simple piety, and his virtues were 
celebrated in the poem of his son, entitled ** Daniel 
Gray,” which was originally published in the Af- 
lantic Month/y. Dr. Holland worked in factories 
and learned what he could in the Winter until 
the family moved in 1831 to Northampton, 
Then the lad began to fit himself for 
college, and he found a sympathetic friend 
in his father, who frankly told him that 
he could do nothing for him, but thathe was wel- 
come to his time, and to get such an education as 
he could. He went to work to fit himself for col- 
lege, but the change from an active to a sedentary 
life was a severe strain upon him, and he was pros- 
trated for several months by a serious illness. He 
finally made up his mind that he must give up the 
project of preparing for college, and he began to 
teach the district schools, and remained in this 
business until he reached the age of 21, when he 
entered the office of Drs. Barrett & Thompson, at 
Northampton. as a student of medicine. He at- 
tended medical lectures at the Berkshire Medical 
College in Pittsfield, then one of the most flourish- 
ing of country institutions, and graduated with 
honor in 1844. He went to Springfield, and settled 
there at onee in company with a classmate, Dr, 
Charles Bailey. The experiences of the next three 
years were like those that attend most professional 
beginnings. He had plenty of patients but little 
pay. During all this period, stead of attempting 
to perfect himself in the study of his profession, 
he was engaged in writing—writing sometimes 
with the hope of printing and sometimes without. 
He contributed poems to the old Anickerbocker and 
the American Review, as Well as to local papers in 
his town and vicinity. Z 

Dr. Holland had entered the profession of medi- 
cine simply with the ideaof making money. He 
did not like the business, and the result was that 
he did not succeed init. He was impressed with 
the notion that he was born to make his mark as 
aliterary man, and he passed more of his time in 
writing for the country papers with no hope of 
pay than he did in preparing prescriptions which 
might have been remunerative. In 1847, three 
years after his graduation inthe Medieal College 
in Pittsfield, he started a literary journal, which 
he called the Bay State Courier, in Springfield. The 
paper was too much of aliterary journal for the 
citizens of Springfield, and it died within six 
months. In 1848 Dr. Holland was invited to go to 
Richmond, Va., as ateacher in a private school. 
He accepted the invitation, and three months 
after was elected Superintendent of the 
publics schools of the city of Vicksburg, 
Miss. Arriving at Vicksburg, he found that the 
public schools were not organized, and that, ex- 
ceptin the female department, they, had no ex- 
iatence. Underanew law of the State there ex- 
isted a Board of Trustees, who gave into his hands 
the responsibility of organizing their school sys- 
tem. Such was his success in this enterprise, in 
which he had no experience, that, before a year 
had expired, every private schooiin the city—ex- 
cepting one which was supported by pupils from 
out of town—was destroyed. The ehildren of a 
whole city came into a single bullding, under his 
superintendence. 

After a year and three months spent in the ser- 
vice of the public schools of Vicksburg, Dr. Hol- 
land returned to Massachusetts, reaching Spring- 
field in 1850. He was engaged as the assistant edi- 
tor of the Springfield Aepudlican by Mr. Samuel 
Bowles. His first year’s salary was $480, and his 
second year’s but $700. At the end of the second 
year, having become dissatisfied with his pay, he 
proposed to leave the office. Mr. Bowles then of- 
fered him a partnersnip in the office, and a 
quarter of the establishment was sold to 
him for $3,500, his notes being taken for that 
amount. When Dr. Holland sold his share in 
the Springfield Republican in 1867 it was 
valued at $200,000, giving to the Doctor $50,000 to 
begin his literary life with. During his editorial 
work on the Republican he wrote his “History of 
Western Massachusetts,’’ *‘ Miss Gilbert’s Career,” 
“The Bay Path,” the ‘‘ Max Mannering Letters,” 
the “Timothy Titcomb Letters,’’ which made his 
reputation at once as a literary man; “Gold Foil,” 
**Lessons in Life,’’ and ‘Letters to the Joneses.” 
In the same year with the **Titcomb Letters” ap- 
peared Dr. Holland’s poem of “Bitter Sweet,” 
which has taken rank with the **Titcomb Letters” 
as one of the finest productions of American litera- 
ture. In 1873, Dr. Holland edited and wrote an in- 
troduction to a new issue of “The Llustrated 
Library of Favorite Song.”’ 

When Dr. Holland sold his interest in the Repud- 
lican he withdrew wholly from newspaper life. In 
the meantime he had become a popular lecturer in 
every State of the Union. In 1868 he started ona 
foreign tour, traveling in England, Scotland, 
France, Belgium, Germany, Switzerland, Italy, and 
Austria. He returned to this country in 1870, and 
then accepted a proposition which bad been made 
to him by his publisher, Charles Scribner, to come 
to New-York and edit a magazine. Mr. Scribner 
wanted him to edit Hours at Home, which had 
been published by the house for many years. Dr. 
Holland, however, wished to start a magazine in- 
cumbered by no traditions, andto make it anew 
 pedeceey and a large one. He sueceeded in con- 

cing Mr. Scribner that his idea was feasible, and 
Hours at Home was merged into Scribner's Monthly, 
of which Dr. Holland was made the editor-in-chief. 
The first number of this magazine was issued in 
November, 1870, and almost upon its first issue Mr. 
Putnam, who was then publishing Puinam’s Maga- 
zine, offered his magazine for sale to the new firm 
of Scribner & Co. Last Spring, after a successful 
business of over 10 years, Acribner’s Monthly was 
sold out tothe younger editors of the magazine, 
and the new Century Magazine was established, 
the first issue of which will appear on Oct. 22. 
Dr. Holland was to be the editor-in-chief of the 
new magazine, and the last work which he did was 
to write the *‘ Topics of the Time” for the Century 
on Tuesday, the day before his death. 

Since he became the editor of Scribner's Monthly 
Dr. Holland has published **The Marble Prophecy 
and Other Poems,” the novel ‘** Arthur Bonnicas- 
tle,” ‘The Mistress of the Manse,”’ “Seven Oaks,” 
and “Nicholas Minturn.’’ The Doctor since he has 
been connected with Scridner’s bas, until four years 
ago, lived in this City at No. 46 Park-avenue. 
About four years ago he purchased an island 
among the Thousand Islandsinthe St. Lawrence 
River, and since then he had been accustomed to 
spend four months of the year, from June 1 to Oct. 
1, in this Summer home, which he named “ Bonni- 
castle” after one of his books. 

The funeral will take place from his late rasi- 
dence, No. 46 Park-avenue, to-morrow at 2 o’clock 
P. M., and the remains will be interred at Spring- 
field, Mass., on Saturday. 

The following verses appear in the Youth's Com- 
panion ot to-day over Dr. Holland's signature, and 
they have a peculiar interest in view of his death: 


“If life awake and will never cease 
On the future’s distant shore, 
And the rose of love and the lily of peace 
Shall bloom there forevermore,— 


**Let the werld go round and round, 
And the sun sink into the sea; 
For whether I’m on or under the ground, 
Oh, what will it matter to me?”

THE LOSSES BY THE FIRE 


——e—_— 


WR. MORRELL SAYS THEY HAVE 
BEEN UNDERESTIMATED. 
PROBABILITY THAT THE PROPERTY IN THE 
VAULTS IS SAFE—INSURANCES ON THE 
WAREHOUSE BUILDING—THE RAILROAD 


STABLES TO BE REBUILT AT ONCE. 


There is still considerable fire in the ruins of 
the Fourth-avenuve stables and the Morrell ware- 
house, although throughout the day yesterday and 
all last night steamers were pouring water on the 
smolderiag ruins, _During the afternoon yesterday 
the front wall of the Fourth-avenue stables was 
pushed over into the cellar which contains the 
débris of the burned buliding. After this work 
was completed the firemen tore down what was 
left of the eastern walt of the Morrell warehouse, 
and from the Fourth-avenue building pushed over 
into the buried vaults the greater part 
of the western wall, thus leaving all but 
the two lower stories of Mr, Morell’s Fourth-avenue 
buildings without a rear wall, so that parties living 
on Thirty-first-street or passers through Thirty-seo- 
ond-street or Lexington-avenue could see directly 


into the rearrooms of these buildings. No attempt 
was made to effect an entrance into the safe 
deposit vaults that; occupied the basement of 
the Thirty-second-street warehouse where par- 
ties renting sections in the vaults have 
many millions of dollars worth of bonds, 
gems, jewelry, and silverware stored. Whether the 
fire, explosion of gas, or any other cause has re- 
sulted in damaging the property in these vaults is 
not known, and Mr. Morrell states that it will prob- 
ably be impossible to ascertain this fact for seve- 
ral days. As to the value of the property stored 
there, he can give no estimate, as he had no record 
of what was placed there by the parties renting the 
Bections. He knows. however, that much very 
valuable property, bonds and plate and the like, 
is deposited there, and thinks its valuation will run 
well into the millions. In conversation with a 
Times reporter yesterday Mr. Morrell said that 
judging from the statements of depositors made to 

im during the day he was convinced that all esti- 
mates that have been made as to the loss sustained 
by the destruction of his warehouse have 
been underestimates, and that the total loss of 
these unfortunate people will aggregate several 
millions. Any estimate nearer than this he cannot 
make, and this relates solely to the property 
known to be burned, exclusive of that stored in 
the vaults, which he inelines to think is safe. These 
vaults, built from plans by John B. Snook, the 
architect, by Amos Woodruff’s Sons, are asserted 
to be absolutely proof against fire no matter how 
great its intensity. There are two entrances to 
these vaults, and both are protected by large and 
heavy doors, made as nearly fire-proof as safe- 
makers can construct them. One of the members 
of the firm who constructed the vaults visited the 
ruins yesterday, and after as mueh of an 
exaraination as he could make, gave it as his opin- 
jon that the property in the vaults is perfectly safe 
and uninjured either by fire or water. In this 
optnion the firemen coincide.. These opinions so 
confidently expressed tended to allay in great, 
measure the fears of depositors who beseiged Mr. 
Morreli’s office by hundreds during the day. Re- 
garding his own personal loss, Mr. Morrell says he 
cannot yet make any definite estimate and wili not 
be able to until he finds the safe containing his 


books, seeurities, &0. The burned warehouse be 


estimates as belug worth about $100,000, and says 
the loss of this and damage to his other buildings 
in the block cannot be far from $150.000. All the 
buildings were insured, but to what amount 
he is unable to say, as_ his policies are 
in the safe that lies buried in the ruins, 
and this safe and its contents he has 
very little hopes of recovering. He gave it as his 
opinion that nearly one-half of the depositors had 
insurance on their stored goods, On these goods 
Mr. Morrell had no insurance, though he had 
talked with insurance men about carrying an open 
insurance on this property. There were so many 
disadvantages in an insurance of this character, 
however, that he abandoned the idea, finding on 
consultation that such a policy. in case of fire, 
would lead to almost endless litigation when an 
attempt should be made to prove losses. 

About the horse railroad stahles throughont the 
Day there were engaged a large number of work- 
men in cleaning the mortar from such bricks as had 
fallen into the streets when the walls of the struc- 
ture fell. These bricks are piled, and will be used 
in the construction of the new depot and stables, 
work upon which will be begun as soon as the fire 
bas been put out, so that the débris can be 
cleared away, and the builders given an opportu- 
nity to getto work. John B. Snook, the architect, 
is now at work upon plans forthe new building, 
whieh will be in all its essential particulars like the 
old one, occupying the entire block, excepting the 
little building on the corner of Thirty-sec- 
ond-street apd Lexington-avenue. <A _ large 
force of workmen was engaged all day yes- 
terday in removing from such portions 
of the building as are now standing on Lexington- 
avenue the mass of ashes, timber.and rubbish that 


covers the floor, and the dumping of this mass into 
Lexington-avenue has rendered that thoroughtare 


Well-nigh impassable, Superintendent Bonney 
states that there are now missing but 200 horses, 


and of this number the greater part—probably 
nine-tenths—were burned. 

_A Times reporter yesterday obtained a complete 
list of the insurances on the Morrell Building. it 
Is as follows: On Nos. 471-474 Fourth-avenue the 
Liverpool and London and Globe Insurance Com- 
pany haG a policy for $50,000. The loss on this 
policy is placed at 10 per cent. There was also 
$20,000 insurance on buildings Nos. 475 and 477 
Fourth-avenne, but the names of the companies 
have not been ascertained, On buildings Nos. 102 
and 104 Thirty-second-street there is a total loss. 
The insurance jis as follows: Liverpool and London 
end Globe, $15,000; the Queen, Star, (New-York,) 
Merchants’, (New-York,) Firemen’s, (New-York,) 
$5,000 each. On building Nos. 106 and 108 East Thirty- 
second-street the City and Westchester companies 
had policies of $2,500 each, and the Star $5,000. On 
buildings Nos. 110and 114 the City and Westehester 
Blso had $2,500 each, and the Star $5,000. On Nos. 
116-118 the Hanover Fire Insurance Company, of 
this City, had a policy for $16,000, and on No. 120 
it had one for $8,000. On buildings Nos. 122 and 
124, the upper parts of which were occupied as 
tenements and the lower as carriage and truck 
houses, the Liverpool and London and Globe had 
$16,000, divided equally on each building.

MISS GENEVIEVE WARD’S SUIT. 


THE RIGHT TO THE PLAY ‘‘ FORGET-ME- 
NOT,’’ IN DISPUTE. 

The trial of the suit of Miss Genevieve 
Ward, the actress, against Messrs. Theodore Moss 
and Lester Wallack, is progressing before Chief- 
Justice Sedgwick in the Superior Court, Special 
Term. Miss Ward seeks a pepetual injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants from per 
forming the play called ‘ Forget-Me-Not,” 


which she claims to have the exclusive 
right to produce, and to recover damages 


for an infringement upon her right. The plaintiff 
was the first witness called, and she gave her testi- 
mony with ease and directness, She said she 
made her contract with Messrs. Merivale and Grove, 
the authors of “ Forget-Me-Not,” with a special 


desire in her mind to procure a play which she 
would have the exclusive right to produce in the 
United States, and that she often told the dramatia 
authors that she hoped to make a success with 
the play in England, and thus become pre- 
ad for a tour in the United States. Col. 
William KE. Sinn, the manager of the Brooklyn Park 
Theatre, testified that about three years ago he and 
Miss Ward agreed that if she could get a new play 
and make a success with it in England she should 
come here and make a long tour with it under his 
management. Soon after it was demonstrated 
that * Forget-Me-Not” was asuccess in England'he 
made an engagement with Miss Ward for its pro- 
duction here. When the fact of this engagement was 
announced Col, Sinn received a notice that Mr. 
Theodore Moss elaimed a title in the play. He 
went to see Mr. Moss, and that gentleman showed 
him a paper signed by Messrs. Merivale and Grove, 
the authors, purporting to bea contract vesting 
Mr. Moss with the exclusive right to the play in 
this country. Mr, Moss, Col. Sinn said, told him 
that this contract was made two years before 
Miss Ward acquired any right in the 
play, but he did not let him examine 
the paper closely, and he saw no date upon it. Be- 
lieving. however, that it gave Mesers. Moss and Wal- 
lack a better right to ‘ Forget-Me-Not” than Mirs 
Ward had, he refused to carry out his contract 
with her. He had spent some money in preparing 
to perform that contract, but he did not feel in- 
clined to spend any in litigation. 

Mr. Jobn H. Bird, attorney for Miss Ward, testi- 
fied that, having heard that Mr. Moss claimed the 
exclusive right to the play in the United States, he 
went to see that gentleman, and showed him a 
copy of Miss Ward’s contract with Messrs. Merrt- 
vale and Grove. Mr. Moss declared that contract 


worthless and said he had one made two years 
earlier. Sometime later he showed the witness 
(Mr. Bird) an undated contract with the _Diay- 
wrights, which Mr. Moss declared he was willing to 
swear was made two years prior to Miss Ward’s con- 
tract. This testimony of Messrs. Sinn and Bird isin 
opposition to that of Mr. Moss before trial where 


Mr. Moss said bis contract was made in March, 1880, 


and its consideration was a royalty to the play- 
wrights. 

Mr. Joseph H. Choate, of counsel for the de- 
fense, read depositions of Messrs. Grove and Meri- 
vale, taken in London, England. Mr. Grove de- 
clared that he and his co-laborer did not sell Miss 
Ward the right to produce ‘** Forget-Me-Not”’ in 
this country, and did not understand that 
they hid the power to _ sell such a 


right, Mr. Merivale deposed that during 
the negotiations with Miss Ward for the sale of the 
play he did not hear America spoken of, and he did 
not think of selling any right here. In his cross- 
examination, read by Mr. Bird, Mr. Grove said he 
sold no rights in the play to Mr. Moss until March, 
1880, and that the contract then made simply as- 
signed the authors’ rights to Messrs. Moss and 
Wallack for them to make what they 
could, Mr, Merivale said, under  cross- 
examination, that he never heard of Mr. 
Theodore Moss until January, 1880, and that 
the contract of March 10, 1880, was fora nominal 
consideration. Messrs. Moss and Wallack entered 
into no agreement to pay a royalty, and the matter 
of remuneration to the authors was left to their 
generosity in case the play proved successful in the 
United States.

THE GOLD BRICK SWINDLE.

TWO BRICES ARRESTED IN 
JERSEY CITy. 

Two men called at the house of John C. Van 
Horne, a well-known and wealthy resident of Jer- 


sey City, on Saturday afternoon last, and inquired 


for Mr. Van Horne, saying to the servant that they 


wished to see kim on private business. When Mr. 
Van Horne went to the door in response to their 
summons they said to him that their business 
was of s0 very confidential a nature that 
they could not speak of itin the house, and must 


request him to step outside, Mr. Van Horne con- 


sented to go with them to what they deemed a safe 
lace, which was an open space not far from the 
ouse, There one of them produced a letter pur- 
porting to have been written by R. R. Reid, 
President of the National Bank of Stockton, Cal. 
It was on a note-head of the bank, and had every 
appearance of being genuine. It introduced 
Henry C. Foster, and voucked for him as a 
trustworthy person. After Mr. Van Horne had 
expressed his satisfaction with the letter, Mr. 
Henry C. Foster and his companion proceeded to 
open up their business. They had in their posses- 
sion 16 gold bricks, which, without saying so, they 
managed to make Mr. Van Horne understand ha 
been stolen and intrusted to them forsale. They 
wished to dispose of a portion of the bullion, 
and would sell at as liberal a reduction 
upon the quotations of the day as the 
circumstances might seem to require. Asan evi- 
dence of good faith they produced a gold brick 
from which they cut a circular piece, giving it to 
Mr. Van Horne to have tested. They further stated 
that they had about $150,000 worth of gold, which 
they would like to bury in the grounds attached 
to Mr. Van Horne’s house, in some spot where 
they could have access to it from time 
to time without attracting suspicion, for which 
privilege they were prepared to pay a handsome 
bonus. They were to give Mr. Van Horne until 
Monday to decide whether he would close with 
their offer. Mr. Van Horne had the gold tested, 
and found it to be genuine and worth $4. He then 
communicated with the Police, and they, suspect- 
ing that robbery was intended, placed two officers 
in the house on Saturday and Sunday nights, but no 
attempt was made to enter the premises. 

On Monday officers were stationed abcut the 
house in plain clothes, but when the men appeared 
they told Mr. Van Horne that, not feeling quite 
sure of him, they had not brought the gold, and so 
the signal for their arrest was not given. They 
said they would return on Wednesday at 1 o’clock 
P. M. Shortly before that time the officers 
on watch saw the two men _ strolling 
up the avenue, one of whom stopped in an alley- 
way to put on a pair of false whiskers. These 
proved to be the persons the officers were waiting 
for. The two men called Mr. Van Horne from the 
house and showed to him two bricks, weighing 
about 10 pounds each, which they were willing to 
sell for $5,000. Mr. Vam Horne thereupon gave 
the signal, when one of the men was cap- 
tured, but the other ran off, pursued by 
Sergt. McKaig. The Sergeant was gaining 
slowly on the fugitive, when adaborer came to his 
assistance and the fellow was arrested. At the 
Police station the swindlers gave their names as 
Henry C. Foster and Thomas Snow, but declined 
to make any statement. They and the two bricks 
are held. The latterare of adull yellow metal, 
but their composition has not yet been tested.

A HIGHWAYMAN SENTENCED. 

As Christian Bauer, of No. 105 Sands-street, 
Brooklyn, was walking along Park-row, on his way

MR. FIELD NOT LIKELY 70 FIGHT. 


HE PAYS A FRIRBNDLY VISIT TO JAY GOULD IN 
: HIS PRIVATE OFFICE. 

Mr. Cyrus W. Field hurried down Broadway 
through the rain and slush yesterday afternoon and 
climbed up the steps leading to No. 80 Broadway. 
Upon the second floor is the down-town private 
office of Mr. Jay Gould, and up to the second floor 
and into that private effice went Mr. Field. Mr. 
Jay Gould and Mr. Cyrus W. Field were soon face 
teface. It was an affectionate meeting, far more 
friendly than ordinary mortals‘-who have believed 
in railroad wars would imagine, Mr. Jay Gould 
saluted his visitor as “My dear Mr. Field,” and 
‘““My dear Mr, Gould” wasthe echo. Later they 
were joined by Mr. Russell Sage, and the cordial 
band-shaking was gone through with again, to be 
repeated a moment later whea Mr. Robert M. 
Gallaway was ushered in behind the office screens. 

“What does that meeting in Mr. Gould’s oftice 
mean?” a Times reporter asked of one of Mr. Jay 
Gould’s closest friends and advisers while yet the 
meeting was in progress. 

“Oh, that’s a little love feast. Mr. Gallaway 
wants to tell how much the Manhattan manage- 
ment loves Mr. Gould, and Mr. Sage is speaking 
honeyed words for the Metropolitan, while Mr. 
Field is dispensing his sweetest smiles all around, 
patting Mr. Gould on the back, and declaring that 
the New-York Company would never, never smile 
again if Mr. Gould should not make the most of 
bis recent victory in Manhattan. That is the poetic 
rendering of it; that is what the average individual 
would sdb were he within the circle. But it means 
much more than such fol de rol. It means this, and 
this only: Mr. Gould is dictating terms to Mr. 
Cyrus W. Field and his New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company. Mr. Sage, representing the Metro- 
politan, is, of course, in full sympathy with Mr. 
Gould, but Mr. Field has announced that he 
would fight to the end. He bas ehanged his 
mind. His eompany received $6,500,000 of Man- 
hattan stock without exchange of value, and 
Mr. Gould bas virtually established the fact 
that the persons who received that stock and who 
put it upon the market are a A pci for its re- 
turn. Mr. Field pooh-poohed this claim at first, 
laughed, and said that Mr. Gould was gullible, and 
added that the New-York Company was not to be 
scared, and he averred that he was just eager for 
a fight. It is after taking that stand that Mr. 
Cyrus W. Field finds it perry to rush down here 
through the storm and enter into a consultation 
with the man he has proposed to annihilate.” 

** Does this conference mean a compromise?” 

“Tt means that exactly.” 

* What are the terms?” 

“There are no terms yet; this{s probably but 
the beginning of a series of conferences, and it 
may be some time before everything is settled, but 
everything will be settled sooner or later. The 
main point is settled, you can depend upon that. 
Mr. Gould has got the Receivers of that ‘ gratis’ 
stock just where he wants them, and he is going 
to keep them there. Henceforward there may be 
quibblings over terms, but that will be all.” 

Mr. Cyrus W. Field was found at his office subse- 
quent to the eonference with Mr. Jay Gould. The 
averments of Mr. Gould’s friend were repeated to 
him, and he was asked tf he had concluded to dis- 
continue his fight against the Manhattan for the 
benefit of the New-York Company. Mr. Field was 
allsmiles. He seemed to be overfilled with happi- 
ness, 

“You want to know whether I oan fight eh?” 
ejaculated Mr. Field. ‘* Well, my boy, Ishould say 
I can fight. Do you see this?’ and in a moment 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field had his long black coat thrown 
far back over his shoulders, half-way off his arms, 
and was balancing upon his heels, the picture of 
war, except for that countenance, which refused to 
give up its smiles. 

But aside from this tableau Mr., Field refused to 
throw any light upon his visit to Mr. Gould’s office, 
or the results of that visit. “ Mr. Gould’s people,” 
he said, ‘ can tell you what they choose, but just 
now I have noshing to say, nothing whatever.”

TRUANT SCHOOL-BOYS. 

The first tour of the season to discover and 
report truant school-boys was made yesterday by 
the truancy agents. The ground gone over was 
the first district of the First Ward, embracing all 
that territory which lies below Maiden-lane and 
Liberty-street from river to river. This was di- 
vided bpomerser into four districts, which were por- 
tioned out to the eight agents present. The cor- 
ner of Wali-street and Broadway had been named 
as the place of meeting, and at 9 o’clock in the 
morning the agents and a few specially invited 
newspaper guests assembled ‘at the rendezvous. 
After semen consultation between themselves the 


officials agreed that Truancy Agents A. O. Marti- 
nezand J. H. Baker should take, as the field of 
their investigations, the territory bounded by 
South-street, Coenties-slip, Wall-street, and Broad- 
way; Agents Theodore Reeves and M. H. Philip, 
the locality from the Battery to Coenties- 
slip and Broadway and Broad-street, and the 
Battery Park, from East to North Rivers. The dis- 
trict from Battery-place to Rector-street, and west 
from Broadway to the North River, was assigned 
to Agents P. H. Jobes and W. M. Kitchell, while 
the upper part of the preserve between Maiden- 
lane and Liberty-street, from river to river, was 
handed over to the care of Messrs. W. C. Bradley 
and J. 8. Ketcham, agents. The last previous tour 
of inspeetion was made last Spring. The law 
seems sufficiently lenient in its operation on boys 
of all classes, and particularly in the cases where 
the boys have any employment, requiring but three 
hours’ attendance at any school per day for 14 
weeks of tue year, and accepting private instruc- 
tion at home, if competent, in lieu of attendance 
ataschool. The law extends in its operation only 
to children between the ages of 8 and 14 years, and 
requires a grounding in the elementary English 
studies—reading, writing, geograpby, English 
grammar, spelling, and arithmetic.

A CONFIDENTIAL CLERK ARRESTED. 

Frederick E. Sutton, a well-dressed and gen- 
tlemanly appearing man, 33 years old, and living 
at No. 985 Broad-street, Newark, N. J., was brought 
to the Tombs Court yesterday by Officer Leahy, of 
the Fourth Precinct, and charged before Justice 
Wandell with larceny and breach of trust. ‘The 
complaint was made by Messrs. W. & R. Stout 
and Brothers, leather merchants, of No. 37 Spruce- 
street. It appears that Sutton, who is married and 
well connected, has been in the firm’semploy since 
May, 1880, as confidential clerk. He enjoyed their 
confidence, and had free access to their safe and 
books. Recently the firm had cause to suspect 
dishonesty on his part, and its members assert that 
they have discovered that by means of erasures 
and false entries he contrived, for a time, to con- 
ceal peculations amounting in the aggregate to 
$3,430. Yesterday a specific charge was made that 
he had on the 6th inst. appropriated $95, and from 
the record it appeared that he had madea full con- 
fession of his guilt in that particular instance. 
Sutton was accompanied to court by his wife and 
several of his friends. who manifested a keen in- 
terest in his trouble. The prisoner was locked up 
in the City prison in default of $3,000 bail,

AN ADDITIONAL EXTENSION ASKRD. 

News received yesterday from Providence, 
R. L, state that the Allen Print Works have 
asked an additional extension of three years under 
the same terms as at present, which they hope will 
carry them over to an improvement in property 
sufficient to pay their debts.

By the terms of the Trusteeship 
all present indebtedness contracted for the running 
of the works takes precedence over the extension 
notes.
